SAMPSON HAS STRONG CHAMPIONS 


in Executive Session the Promotion of 
Naval Officers Is Brought Up and 
Actions of Santiago Fighters 
| Are Laid Out for the 
Public Gaze. , 


Washington, January 2.—The entire 
sxecutive session of the senate today was 
@evoted wholly to the discussion of the 
Promotion of Admirals Sampson and 
Behley and other naval officers engaged 
in the Santiago campaign over the heads 
of officers who were their superiors in 
rank. 

The controversy was then postponed 
for twenty days after a vote had been 
taken to call for the records of the 
navy department bearing upon the 
conduct of all affected by the advance- 
ment. . 


The discussion arose over the resolution 
of which Senator Butler was the author, 
Calling for these documents. As originally 
offered it asked for the reasons for the 
advancement, but the resolution was modi- 
fled so as to request the record only. The 
first vote wags on a motion made by Sena- 
tor Hale to lay the resolution on the table 
and on this the ayes and nays were taken, 
resulting ayes 17, nays 35. The resolution 
was then allowed to pass without further 
division. 

For three hours previous to this, 
however, the senate had been engaged 
in a very animated battle, which in- 
volved many intricacies and was par- 


ticipated. im. by a large number of. 


senators. , 


The main contests were first over the 
@eneral policy of promoting these officers 
Over others who were characterized as 
quite as deserving, though less fortunate 
in that they were deprived of such active 
Participation in the war, and s:cond, as 
to the relative merits of Sampson and 
Schiey. 


Senators Gorman and Wellington, 
of Maryland, one a republican and the 
other a democrat, united in a fierce 
attack upon the navy department for 
favoring Sampson over Schley. 


Senators Lindsay, Pettigrew, Perkins 
and ‘Money attacked the whole system of 
Promotion as a “species of favoritism 
which was not warranted by the facts.” 
The method of the administration was de- 
fended by Messrs. Hale, Chandler and 
Lodge. 

Senator Wellington was especially zeal- 
ous in his advécacy of the claims of Ad- 
miral Schley and in his presentation of 
reasons why Admiral Sampson should not 
be preferred over him, and both he and 
fhia democratic colleague, Mr. Gorman, 
made the statement that if the official 
papers were ordered they would demon- 
strate beyond a possible question the fact 
that Schley and not Sampson fought the 
battle of Santiago. They contended that 
with Sampson ten miles away he could 
not be accredited constructively with hav- 
ing command of the fleet on the memorable 
day when the Spanish vessels were sent 
to the bottom. On the contrary, they held 
that Schley was on the ground: he was 
the senior officer, and that he was en- 
gaged actively and most effectively in the 
conflict all the world knew, regardless of 
the favors of the government at Washing- 
ton. 


Senator Lindsay found much in the 
promotion of both Schley and Sampson 
over Commodore Watson to condemn. 


He took occasion to praise Watson as @ 
man who undoubtedly would have made 
@ fine record in the war if given the op- 
portunity he should have had as a senior 
officer, and said: that to deprive him of 
his rightful rank because other men were 
pressed to the front and given the posts 
of honor was in every way unfair and un- 
worthy of a great country. 

Senator Perkins, Senator Platt. of Con- 
necticut, and Senator Pettigrew also criti- 
cised the system as one liable to result 
in unfairness unless very cautiously en- 
tered upon, agreeing that at any rate 
the senate should have the record before 
it that it might decide for itself as to 
the merits of the men go Signally favored 
compargd wih those who had receivefi 
none of the loaves ana fishes. 

Senators Hale and Chandler. both mem- 
bers of the naval committee, defended the 
action of the navy department in giving 
preference to men who took upon them- 
selves the brunt of the battle in Atlantic 
waters and in preferring the man who 
wae in command of the fleet. They depre- 
cated the opening up of a controversy 
which Senator Chandler gaig might lead 
to a condition which might prove as un- 
savory as that which the war investigat- 
ing commission had developed in connec- 
tion with the army beef contracts. gena- 
tor Lodge joined’ in deploring this policy, 
“and, owing to the fact that he had put 
recently, in the interest of private re 
search, made an exhausive .in

| tion that the controversy should not be 


stirred. 


During the Presentation of this side 
much was said in upholding the claims 
of Sampson in preference to those of 
Schley and the friends of the latter 
officer were “warned that if they in- 
sisted upon pressing the investigation 
too closely some facts would de- 
veloped that would not be agreeabie to 
em.”’ 


The charge was made that Schley had 
voluntarily left Santiago after reaching 
the vicinity of that port, and after Cervera 
had *entered the harbor, and also the 
charge that when the Spanish fleet had 
sailed; out through the narrow mouth of 
the channel Admiral (then Commodore) 
Schley had made a reverse movement 
with the Brooklyn and gone in a direction 
opposite to that taken by the Spanish 
Squadron instead of boldly attacking the 
enemy in the beginning. It was asserted 
that these facts were among those which 
the archives would reveal. 

The fri:nds of Admira: Schley de- 

clared they had nothing to fear from 
having all the facts known. Explain- 
ing his start to leave Santiago and his 
refusal to obey department’ orders be- 
\fore Sampson's arrival, they said that 
it was because he ‘had been unable to 
coal at sea. When they were asked 
how it had happened that they had been 
able to coal thirty-six hours afterwards, 
they replied that this was due to the 
fact that a storm had given place toa 
calm. 

Senators Lindsay and Pettigrew, who 
were not standing for either Sampson or 
Schley, made the point that these develop- 
ments had merely emphasized the reasons 
why the senate should be put into pos- 
session of all the facts before voting. 

“T am not the champion of either of 

these officers,” said Mr. Pettigrew, 

“and if Schley ran away from the 
ezremy or showei a disposition to do 
so, I want to know it.” 


After the decision to send for the rec- 
ords was arrived at there was a general 
understandin that the whole matter 
should be postponed long enough 0 per- 
mit action by both houses upon the naval 
committee’s bill providing that these pro- 
motions “shall not interfere with the pro- 
motions of officers otherwise entitled to 


promotion,” 

The subsequent effort of the senate in 
open session to pass this bill was the re- 
sult of the agreement. 


WHITE OPPOSES EXPANSION. 


California Senator Advances His Views 


“ott the Philippines. ri 
Washington, January 23.—Dtiscussion of 
the policy of expansion occupied nearly all 
the time of the senate in open session today. 
Mr. White, of California, one of the demo- 
crats who has announced heretofore his 
opposition to a ratification of the treaty of 
peace, addressed the senate in support of 
the anti-expansion resolution introduced 
by Mr.. Vest, democrat, of Missouri, and of 
the resolution offered by Mr. Bacon, demo- 
crat, of Georgia, declaring that the Fill- 
pinos ought to be free and independent. 

In view of the proposition of the Califor- 
nia legislature to “‘instruct’’ Mr. White and 
his colleague, Mr. Perkins, how to yote 
upon the policy of expansion and upon the 
pending peace treaty, the remarks of Mr. 
White were regarded with much interest. 
He was accorded careful attention by both 
his colleagues on the floor and by a consid- 
erable audience in the galleries. 

Mr. White took as texts tor his remarks 
certain paragraphs from supreme court de- 
cisions, a sentence from President McKin- 
ley’s Atlanta speech and a paragraph from 
the report of Admiral Dewey to the navy 
department, saying that the Filipinos were 
as well qualified for self-government as the 
Cubans. He said he dented the doctrine 
that seeks to give this country jurisdiction 
in some cases and denied it in others. The 
country, he said, was confronted today by a 
situation differing entirely from what it has 
been confronted with at any time before. 
While it might be admitted that we had the 
power to acquire foreign territory, whether 
we should do so depends largely upon the 
circumstances. He matntained that the 
question presented was one purely of policy. 
Should we take the Philippines? he said. 
Should we take in seeds that would prove 
to be seedg of dissolution of our body poli- 
tic? He thought not and sald he would en- 
deavor to show why we should not, for he 
Lelieved it our duty to see to it that our 
system was kept free from all such con- 
tamination. 


‘ 
Let Them Govern Themselves. 

“I care not,” said Mr. White. ‘‘whether 
the people in the Philippines are fitted for 
self-government or not. It is certain that 
if they are not, they ought not to be 
Lrought into alliance with us. They repu- 
diate our attempt to bring them into our 
system and insist that they should be al- 
lowed to govern themselves. If we say the 
Filipinos are not fitted for self-government, 
pray let us know by what process of rea- 
soning we can take them into our govern- 
mental system.’’ . 

Mr. White declared that no conclusion 
was possible except that it was the inten- 
tion of this government and the officers in 
power to annex the Philippine islands. If 
this Was not true, he inquired, why should 
not the supporters of the treaty consent to 
the adoption of such a resolution as that 
me aga _ Mr. ees declaring there was 

o intention on € part or th’!

Mr. White then referred to the ‘ ’ 
statement that the attitude of he ag cue 
States toward the Philionines was to be one 
of “benevolent assimilation.” 

A short dehate occurred at thi« in¢ 
tween Mr. White and mr. Cantiee. ab Se 
Hampshire, over the definition of the word 
“assimilation.” The latter clatmed that it 
means “a resemblance. a jikeneas. hot ‘not 
necessarily amalgamation or absorption.”

Opposed to Entire Policy, | 
Mr. White, continuing. said he Was op- 
posed to the entire policy of exnanston and 
that his objections to it were basic.

slightest regard for its position before the 
world. it was the duty of congress to de- 
clare definitely its nosition upon the subject 
before proceeding further. 


HER BOND WAS RAISED YESTER- 
DAY TO $7,500. 


Her Bondsman’s Property Being Ex- 
_amined—In the Meantime Pet 
Stays in Jail. 


New York, January 23.—(Special.)—Mon- 
day has come and Pet Strahan is not yet 
out of jail. Her bond has been raised to 
$7,500, but this amount does not stand in the 
way of her freedom, as. there are bondsmen 
ready to assume it. The matter, however, 
is in the supreme court, and will not be 
decided until tomorrow, even if then, as 
there is a question as to the validity of the 
security offered by the bondsman, Joseph 
W. Campbell. 

Fayne Moore had another outing today. 
She walked down from the Tombs, in the 
custody of Warden Hagan, to the supreme 
court building. When she arrived at the 
door of part 2, special term, she found an 
array of court officers keeping at bay a 
mob of curious persons who wanted to get 
a look at the notorious young woman. Mrs. 
Strahan, the mother of the girl, was already 
waiting in the dingy little courtroom, and 
there’ was as merry a greeting as if the 
event was an afternoon tea. Mrs. Moore 
was then brought into court in response to 
a writ of habeas corpus, sued out by her 
counsel, Abraham Levy, whuv wants to 
secure the release of the girl on bail. Dis- 
trict Attorney Gardiner wants her kept in 
prison. He is afraid that she will run 
away, hence today’s proceedings. 

“The story circulated by the district at- 
torney’s office,’’ said Fayne Moore, ‘“‘that I 
got a check for $20,000 from a supreme court 
justice by means of the badger game is 
false and malicious. The district attorney 
has the same power to subpoena a supreme 
court justice as any private citizen. They 
cannot substantiate any such charge. If 
they can, let them bring the man forward.” 

*“‘We have furnished the district attorney 
with the list of the real estate properties 
that we have offered as securities,’’ said the 
lawyer for Pet Strahan, ‘‘and I am sure 
that they cannot be attacked. I am willing 
to have the bondsman, Joseph W. Camp- 
bell, in court, and have your honor pass 
upon his deeds. She is entitled to release on 
good secirities. The refusal to accept is 
unjust, illegal and unwarranted. I do not 
suppose that your honor will place any 
faith in the falsehoods that she will flee 
the jurisdiction of the court.” 

Justice Bookstaver shook his head in the 
negative in response to the last sentence. 

District Attorney Gardiner demanded the 
dismissal of the writ of habeas corpus, and 
referred to what he called the heinousness 
of the prisoner’s crime. He declared that 
be had examined the properties offered, and 
found that the equities of the bondsman of- 
fered had vanished into thin air. 

This banter, however, was offset by the 
showing of a great roll of bills ready to be 
placed in security of Pet Strahan’s freedom. 


PEACE’ TREATY IN DANGER. 


OPPONENTS HAVE ENOUGH VOTES 
TO DEFEAT THE MEASURE. 


Advocates of the Settlement Will Carry 
It Over to an Extra Ses- 
sion. 


Washington, January 23.—Although the 
motion for an executive session was made 
by the chairman on foreign relations, the 
peace treaty was not taken up in the sen- 
ate today. Tihe status of the treaty as out- 
lined by a member of the commission who 
favors ratification is: 

The opponents claim to have 33 or % sure 
votes against the treaty. That would de- 
feat it, which would neceSsitate an extra 
session. If there is to be an extra session, 
the friends of the treaty say they may as 
well take it over unrejected by this session. 
They do not propose to bring it to a vote 
unless they are sure of ratification. 

An extra session, they say, will mean an 
extra session of the whole congress. A 
conditional appropriation is made to pay 
Spain the $20,000,000, or, unless some ar- 
rangement is made with Spain, to extend 
the time of payment three months. The 
United States, it is said, would not like to 
make this request. It is believed that, in 
view of the possibilities of an extra ses- 
sion, unless jhe treaty is ratified at this 
session, the opponents will yield before ad- 
journment, as a very general desire is ex- 
pressed to avoid an extra session. 


NAMES COLONIAL COMMISSION. 


President Turns Matters of Detail in 


New Territory Over. 

Washington, January 23.—The secretary 
of war has completed the urganization of 
a colonial commission to undertake the 
administration here in Washington of all 
matters of detail respecting the govern- 
ment of territory acquired during the war 
or occupied by the United States forces, 

The personnel] of the commission will be_ 
General Robert’ P. Kennedy, of Bellefon- 
taine, Othio; Curtis Guild, of Massachu- 
setts, ena George W. Watkins, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich, . 

Up to this point the secretary and the 
assistant secretary have undertaken them- 
selves to deal with the administration of 
the insular affairs but the questions in- 
volved have become so numerous and com- 
plicated that it has been found absolutely 
necess: ry to call for assistance. 

The commission will deal with the be- 
stowa] of franchises and concessions: the 
distribution of moneys to be spent in pub- 
lic improvements and all of the trouble- 
some issues that have arisen and are like- 
ly to arise in Cuba, ‘Porto Rico and the 
Philippines. 

The new commission is to act entirely 
within the powers conferred by the sec- 
retary of war and this sanction will be 
necessary to give effect to any line of 
action proposed by the commission.

Judge Advecate, However, May Draw the 
General Into It

GREAT WIDTH WILL BE ALLOWED 


Plea of Justification Which General 
Eagan May Make Will in Ali 
Probability Not Be Allow- 
ed by the Courmar-

Washington, January 23.—(Special.)—It is 
not believed that General Miles will be 
brought into the Bagan courtmartial, al- 
though the secretary of war is generally 
accredited with a desire that things should 
take this turn, and that the general com- 
manding the army.should be made a sort 
of co-defendant in these courtmartial pro- 
ceedings. It is known that Secretary Alger 
urged the president to order a court of 
inquiry rather than a courtmartial, for in 
that way the whole case could be gone into, 
and Miles could be put upon the defensive 
as well as Eagan. The president, however, 
disagreed with the secretary’s plan, taking 
the very sensible and just position that the 
two matters, no matter how closely related 
they may be outside of the question of 
military discipline, could not properly be 
joined in this present issue. 

The revised statement of General Eagan 
indicates a similar desire to bring in Gen- 
eral Miles, for his plea is! justification. He 
does not deny having used the language 
charged against him, but claims that he 
was goaded to it by the charges and in- 
Sinuations which ,General Miles made 
against him and his department. 

Depends on Judge Advocate. 

It is possible that the courtmartial when 
it begins its sitting will allow such latitude 
as to bring in the whole question of General 
Miles’s charges, aboufythe beef, under the 
scope given by the plem of justification. This 
will depend, however, largely upon the 
method in which the &rial is conducted by 
the judge advocate of the court. 

It is the contention of army officials, and, 
indeed, of everybody except the blind parti- 
sans of General Eagan, Siat it is not proper 
to even entertain a plea of justification in 
a case like this. General Eagan is to be 
tried upon the charge of conduct wunbe- 
coming a soldier and a gentleman, and con- 
duct subservive of military discipline, in 
the use of certain language. That he used 
the language, there can be no doubt; and 
it is the contention of the legal officers of 
the army that there can be absolutely no 
justification for the use of such language 
under any circumstances. 

If the judge advocate of the court, who 
is the prosecuting officer, holds the court in 
its inquiries strictly to this understanding, 
there will be little else for thé court to do 
than to pass sentence upon General Eagan. 

Of course nobody wants to prejudge the 
case in ddvance, but it is difficult to see 
how th. judgment can be anything else than 
the severe one of dismissal from the army. 
If there is to be any leniency, it is for the 
president to show it, not the court. In pass- 
ing wpon the sentence he may take into 
consideration the que:tion of extenuating 
circumstances, and can lighten the punish- 
ment if he sees fit to do so. It-is hard to 
see how he can bring himself to see any 
extenuating circumstances, however, for 
there should be no circumstances which 
would warrant an officer of the army using 
such language toward either a superior or 
an inferior. 


Miles Case Later. 

It is not to be supposed, however, that 
General Miles is going to get out of this 
“embalmed beef’’ controversy without un- 
dergoing a court of inquiry, and-very prob- 
ably removal from his. position as com- 
manding general of the army. 

The report of the war investigation com- 
mission is going to be strongly against him, 
not only with regard to the beef charges, 
but with regard to some other features 
which have come under the notice of the 
commission in its pursuit of the work for 
which it was chosen. Genera] Miles’s criti- 
cisms of the beef furnished the army have 
aroused not only the resentment of the 
commissary general, who took particular 
umbrage at the suggestion that beef was 
furnished ‘“‘under pretense of experiment,” 
but also of the very large beef intersts of 
the west, which contend that not only are 
charges absolutely unjust, but that they 
are calculated to work great harm to one 
of the principal industr‘es of the country. 
It is natural that they should strongly 
resent the bad beef charges, and that what- 
ever influence they ‘can wield wil] be ex- 
erted toward the overthrow of General 
(Miles. There are &@ number of other infiu- 
ences which will be similarly exerted, and 
the combination will be a hard one. for 
any man to go up against. 

Daly’s Testimony and Clarke’s. 

The testimony of Major Daly, the sur- 
geon on General Miles’s staff, to the pres- 
ence of boric and salicylic acids in the 
beef that was sent on the transport Pana- 
ma, corroborated as it’ is by the ana 
made by Professor Clark, the chemist of the 
geological survey, is undoubtedly a strong 


, point in General Miles’s favor,

| Charleston, W..Va., January 23.—This has 
been the most exciting day since the leg- 
islature assembled. The democratic ma- 
jority in the house unseated two republi- 
can members last week. This afternoon, 
by a party vote, the senate unseated Kidd, 
democrat, from the fourth district, and 
seated Morris, republican, without wait- 
ing for a report from the election commit- 
tee, to which the case had been referred. 

This change makes the legislature stand 
on joint Qallot 50 republican and 47 dem- 
ocrat. : 

This policy, it is said, was outlined by 
Senator Elkins, who arrived here yester- 
day from Washington in company with 
Mr. Scott, Congressman Dayton and Con- 
gressman Dovener and other prominent re- 
publicans. 

The democrats in the house introduced a 
resolution looking to the unseating of Red- 
mond, Scherr and Gutright, republicans. It 
is said that tomorrow the senate will un- 
seat two more democrats, Ashby and Mar- 
erum. 

Tomorrow the senate wi!l consider both 
the majority and the minority reports on 
the contests for the seats of Senators Gett- 
zendanner and Pierson, who now hold com- 
missions in the volunteer army.

GRANT ON THE.WiITNESS STAND. 


Senatorial Scandals in California Are 
| Being Investigated. 
Sacramento, Cal., January 23.—The sena- 
torial situation remains unchanged. But 
one ballot was taken today which resulted 
the same as the last one taken on Saturday. 
When the work of the special committee 
of investigation into the senaforial scandals 
was resumed today, Dan Cole, coiner of the 
San Francisco mint. testified that he had 
received $00 from Milton J. Green, Grant’s 
politica] manager, which had been turned 
over to Assemblyman Jilson to be used 
by Jilson in his political canvass, 

E. F. Preston, of San Francisco, testified 
that he had been told by Police Commis- 
sioner Gunst, of San Francisco, that Dan 
M. Burns had put $19,000 into the senatorial 
fight. : 

Mr. Gunst testified that he remembered 
the conversation he had with Preston, but 
had said nothing about $19,000. He stated 
that he had told Preston that Burns had 
given $14,000 or $15,000 to the republican cam- 
paign committee. 

Daniel M. Burns was called to the stand. 
He stated that he had not been a candidate 
for the United States senatorship until the 
day after Christmas. He had subscribed 
money to the regular campaign fund, but 
he had assisted no essemblyman or senator 
to make his canvass. ” 

U. §. Grant, Jr., took the stand after 
Burns. He admitted having Milton J. Green 
as a sort of political manager. He had 
supplied Green with money to be expended 
ir a legitimate way to secure the election 
of @& republican legislature. Green had 
made no accounting to him, but would do 
s0 when the campaign was over. He ad- 
mitted having advanced money to Speaker 
Wright.

The Estate to Which He May Fal] 
Heir Has Been Heavily Mort- 
gaged by the Owner, Who 
Died on Last 
Sunday.

4 London, January 23.—William Henry, Earl 
Poulette, died in this city yesterday in his 
seventy-second year, It is probable that 
the succession to the title and estates will 
be disputed. 

The deceased earl was thrice married. 
According to gossip he made a wager when 
a harum secarum youth and traveling about, 
that he would marry the first woman he 
met on landing in England. 

Accordingly, at Portsea, in 1849, he 
married Miss Elizabeth Virginia Newman, 
daughter of a landport pilot. Within a few 
months she gave birth to a’ sd6n whose pa- 
ternity her husband denied. The couple 
from that time lived apart, the wife dying 
tn August, 1871. The child, who now calls 
himself Viscount Hinton, and claims the 
stccession, has long been living on the 
streets of London as an organ grinder, and 
his pretentions were always sternly repu- 
diated by the deceased earl. 

About six weeks after the death of his 
Lord Poulette married Miss 
Emma Sophia Johnson, who died in 1876 
without issue surviving. In 1879 he mar- 
ried Miss Rosa DeMelville, daughter of 
Alfred Hugh DeMelville, and their son is 
generally recognized as the rightful heir. 

The long sfanding quarrel between the 
late Earl Poulette and the organ grinding 
viscount has furnished material for’ many 
London sensations. Only a month ago the 
claimant to the succession issued an appeal 
to the public to take a philanthropic in- 
terest in the condition of the poor, among 
whom he has lived and earned his living. 
He prefaced it with a brief biographical 
statement which is interesting, just now as 
likely to form the basis of important liti- 
gation between him and the son of the late 
earl by his third wife. In the course of the 
appeal “the noble organ grinder,” as he 
is known in London, said:

“T am Viscount Hinton, William Turnour 
Thomas Poulette, eldest son of Earl Pou- 
lette of Hinton, St. George, Somerset; hence 
my title. On the death of the present earl, 
aaginst whom I hold no enmity whatever, 
I expect to inherft Hinton.

FORECASTS QUEEN'S SPEECH. 


DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE SPEAKS 
AT BIRMINGHAM BANQUET. 


Says Relations Between Great Britain 
and the United States Are 
Improving. 


Birmingham, January 23.—At the annual 
banquet of the Birmingham chamber of 
commerce this evening the duke of Devon- 
shire, lord president of the counci] of 
ministers, said it would be safe to prophesy 
that the forthcoming speech from the 
throne at the opening of parliament would 
announce that the relations of the queen 
and all foreign countries continue friendly. 

“I think,” said his grace, “that if the 
traditions of etiquette at the foreign office 
permitted it would be possible that this 
Pparticuiar paragraph might be couched in 
Stronger language. It might safely say 
that our relations had improved with the 
United States—not our nearest neighbors, 
but the nation to which, desp{te geograph- 
ical distance, we are nearest in kinship 
sympathy and common aims. We have 
come to feel that ties of friendship and 
common sentiment, equally with ties of 
common interest, bind us to a common 
policy in the workd. We alone, among the 
nations of the world, have viewed with 
active sympathy the prospect of the en- 
trance of the United States upon a more 
active part in the politics of the world, 
feeling as we do that the aims and objects 
which will animate the future of the United 
States will not be dissimilar to our own: 
that the interests of the United States will 
mainly, if not wholly, coincide with ours 
and those of our coionies; and that the 
sympathy so deeply felt and so strongly

“It is safe to say that at no period within 
our recolection ‘have our relations with 
the United States been more friendly than 
at the present moment.”

Georgia State. Oratorical Association 
Met Yesterday. 


é 


CONSTITUTION WAS AMENDED 


College Men Who Have Done Profes- 
sional Work Barred. Next Con- 
test in October. 


Important amendments were made yester- 
day in the constitution of the Georgia State 
Oratorical Association, and the action taken 
by the college men will have an important 
bearing upon all contests held in the future. 
The most important of several amendments 
adopted was the one providing that mem- 
bers of colleges who have lectured, address- 
ed a judge or jury, or preached a sermon for 
@ compensation, are not to be considered 
eligible for contests given by the State 
Oratorical Association. : 

The meeting was conducted in the parlors 
of the Kimball, the following representa- 
tives answering to their names: - 

T. & Palmer, of Emory, president; H. P. 
Doyal, University of Georgia; W. M. Smith, 
of Dahlonega, and W. P. Simms, of the 
Georgia School of Technology. Mercer uni- 
versity was not represented. 

Several important amendments to the 
constitution of the association were intro- 
duced, but only two were adopted. The 
first amendment to be adopted was to strike 
out the word “‘annual’”’ in article seventeen, 
section two. Section three of article seven- 
teen was so amended as to read as follows: 

“No student shall be eligible to compete 
in any contest of the association who has 
filled professional places, viz: to have ap- 


peared upon the lecture platform for com- 


pensation, to have pleaded a law case before 
a justice or adult jury for money, or to 
have filled a pulpit for any length of time, 


preaching for compensation.”’ 

This amendment was offered by Mr. 
Doyal, of the University of Georgia. 

It occasioned considerable trouble, as the 
constitution of the association provides 
that a two-thirds majority is necessary to 
adopt amendments, and there were only 
four institutions represented, Mercer having 
failed to send either a delegate or his proxy. 

The president, however, declared a two- 
thirds majority of five an impossibility, and 
stated that three-fifths were nearer to two- 
thirds than four-fifths. This cleared the 
difficulty, and the amendment was adopted 
without further ado. After discussing sev- 
eral minor matters, the mesting adjourned 
sine dle.

The precise nature of General Eagan’s 
plea to these charges and specifications has 
not yet been determined upon. So far as 
the charges are concerned, it is understood 
that General Hagan will not plead guilty 
to either of them. A strong legal contest 
is looked for in the proceedings before the 
courtmartial. 


TRAFFIC MEETING TODAY. 


A Conference Will Be Held in New 
York To Consider Cotton 
Rates. 

A meeting of executive officers and traffic 
Officials of railroads interested in the At- 
lanta and Athens cotton situation will be 

held in New York this morning. 

This conference may bring about some 
adjustment of the present cut rates, but 
no one can any more tell what a railway 
conference will determine than he can pre- 
dict the verdict of a jury in a doubtful 
case. 

There were no developments yesterday. 
The rate of 20 cents per 100 pounds on cat- 
ton from Atlanta to Portsmouth, goes 
into effect today, but there will be no 
change in the rates to Charleston, Savan- 
nah and Brunswick. The rate,to these 
south Atlantic ports remains at 19 cents. 
If the differentials were deducted, it would 
bring these rates down to 14 cents and, as 
has been pointed out by The Constitution, 
there would be nothing in the business of 
hauling cotton from this territory to those 
ports after paying the charge for compres- 
sion and terminal charges. 

It seems that the managements of the 
lines to the south Atlant: ports decided to 
wait until this conference was held in 
New York before taking action on the 
Seaboard's second eut to Portsmouth,

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tence of experiment” were General Miles’s 
own; but with regard to this particular 
beef—that on, the Panama—the testimony 
seems clear that there was something the 
maiter with it. Dr. Daly testifies that he 
himself was made sick by it, and it was at 
his instance that Genera] Miles sent word 
that he “did not want any more of that 
stuff’’ sent to the army. 

The general is, however, going to be crit- 
icised by the war commission for falling to 
order an immediate :inspection,; which he 
had power to do, and for failing to forward 
Dr. Daly’s report to the secretary of war. 
It seems that this report did not reach 
the secretary of war until the 2lst of Octo- 
ber, although it was made some time in Au- 
gust, as I recollect it. The commission will 
hold that this shows great dereliction of 
duty on the part of General Miles. If, 
however, the case reaches the stage of a 
court of inquiry, I am told that it will be 
shown that General Miles did not receive 
the report until the time it was forwarded 
to the secretary of war, it having in the 
meantime been stowed away in the desk of 
one of his subordinates. This is not in the 
testimony, however, and it may be that the 
story which reaches me is not correct, 

Testimony Favorable to the Beef. 

There is no doubt that the great mass of 
testimony is in favor of the beef. It seems 
to be admitted on all sides that while the 
refrigerated beef was often covered with 
mold, which did not make it attractive to 
the eye, when this outer covering was cut 
away the beef was found to be_all right. 
Practically the same thing is true of the 
canned beef. Some of this which was al- 
lowed to remain open at the rooms of the 
investigation commission soon assumed 
anything but an attractive appearance, and 
it is in the testimony that much of this 
canned beef when submitted to the heat of 
the tropics would undergo a molting process 
which separated the lean from the fat—if 
I have it right—but that it ate better than 
it looked, and was, in fact, ,thoroughly 
good. 

The testimony of officers of the navy was 
that they used practically the same meat, 
put up by the same houses in the same 
manner, and that there is little or no trou- 
ble with it. They do have trouble gome- 
times with the sausage furnished them, 
and a good deal of this has at different 
times been thrown away, but the corned 
beef and the canned beer gives them no 
trouble. 

The representatives of the packing houses 
testify that this canned beef is not made 
from the scraps, but that the forequarters 
of the smaller cattle are put up this way 
because+this particular meat’ can be more 
profitably sold in that shape than in any 
other. There are six big concerns which 
put up beef and they all use the same 
process, 

Some Other Process. 

It is the belief of members of the commis- 
sion that all of this eontroversy had its 
origin in the criticisms made upon the beef 
by some man out at Chicago who claims he 
has @ process of preserving meat which is 
far better than those in use, and who has 
been making wholesale charges against the 


Surgeons of the army for not protesting 
against the meats that were furnished the 
men. When some members of the commis- 
sion were out at Chicago taking testimony 
this man desired to go before them, but 
was not given the opportunity, because he 
had no specific charges to make against 
anybody, and what he had to Say was re- 
garded simply as wholesale tirade against 
the big meat concerns. It was by his 
process that the meat on the Comal was 
prepared. This was, as I understand it, an 
experiment, and was admitted to be. 
Congressman James Hamilton Lewis, who 
served for a time as a volunteer inspector, 
is likely to be a witness before any board of 
inquiry which may be summoned, for he 
had experience with some of the meat fur- 
nished for use in the army. He refused to 
pass a lot of it and says he received almost 
peremptory orders that he should do go. 
He refused and left the post to which he 
had volunteered rather than do that partic- 
ular work. He is the authority for the 
statement that some of this meat wag pre- 
pared for the Klondike expedition which, 
it was expected, would be sent under the 
directions of the war department a year 
ago last winter, and that other of it was 
prepared for the Japanese-Chinese war. 
Neither of these materialized to any extent 
and the packers had the stuff on their 
hands. The representatives of the packing 
houses, ‘however, claim that there is no 


truth in this statement. They say that 
they keep within their orders, and at no 
time have they had such a eurplus on their 
hands. 


There Are Many Contradictions. 

From all this, it will be seen that this 
beef controversy ts many sided and that 
the end of it is not in sight. When the 
president talked with the war investigation 
commission at the beginning of its labors 
he indicated that he would be governed 
by their findings, and that officers found 
derelict, according to their report, would be 
punished. Their report will no doubt con- 
tain strong criticisms of General Miles, not 
only for this beef matter, but for the se- 
lection of Miami and other camps which 
proved bad, and on other points in which 
he is thought to have been derelict in his 
duty. In view of this report, it is among 
the possibilities that the president will re- 
move him from the position of command- 
ing general of the army. Some people ex- 
pect the president to take this step with- 
out any further investigation, but the gen- 
eral belief is that after the Eagan trial is 
out of the*way and the report of the com- 
mission is in his hands—which will be in 
another week or so—he will order a board 
of inquiry to investigate the beef charges

Mob Shoots Both of Them, Killing the 
Young Man and Seriously Wound- 
ing His Sister—Their Father 
Has Since Died—Indig- 
nation of Citizens. 


Albany, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)—The 
details of a shocking tragedy tnat oc- 
curred late Saturday night, near Colquitt, 
Milier county, were received here this af-

world readily, and the facts only became 
generally known today. 

Parties from the scene who reached Ar- 
lington today give the following details: 

At a late hour Saturday night a party of 
armed men, disguised as whitecaps, went to 
the house occupied by old man Rustin and 
family, and one of them, acting as spokes- 
man, called to the inmates to come out. 
Olid man Rustin arose and opened the door, 
his appearance being the signal for a volley 
of shots, some of which struck him, bring- 
ing him to the floor. 


A grown son and daughter of the old man, 
on hearing the firing, became frightened, 


and, presumably, attempted to escape, but 
they, too, were fired upon by the whitecap 
mob and struck down. The son died in a 
few minutes, and advices just received here 
state that old man Rustin has also passed 
away from the effects of his wounds. 

The daughter is not dangerously injured, 
and will recover. 

The Rustins were respectable, industrious 
people, attentive to their affairs, and well 
thought of. 

The better class of Miller county’s citizens 
are highly indignant over the affair, and are 
at loss to imagine what could have actuated 
the whitecappers in their bloody work. A 
large posse of determined. men, representing 
the better element of Miller county’s citi- 
zens, has been organized for the purpose of 
learning, if such a thing be possible, who 
the guilty parties are. If théy succeed, the 
miscreants will undoubtedly be captured, 
and may be lynched} though a conservative 
element in the community will use every 
effort to permit the law to take its course. 


BRIDGES IS ON TRIAL AGAIN. 


Case Against Ex-School Commissioner 
Before Floyd Court. 

Rome, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)—The 
second trial of W. M. Bridges, ex-county 
echool commissioner, for embezzlement and 
forgery began this morning in the superior 
court. City Judge George W. M. Harris, 
who appeared with Solicitor Mose Wright in 
the prosecution, announced this morning 
that he was no longer connected with the 
case, and created some stir by so doing. 

Eighty jurymen were sworn in, but to the 
general surprise of those interested the 
Bridges jury was secured within’ thirty 
minutes, only forty-one names being called 
to do so. 

The jury consists of W. H. Orr, W. R. 
Pledger, R. Barnes, G. W. Sharp, W. S. 
Barnett, A. E. Ayers, Jesse Phelps, P. 
T. Tracey, A. F. Appleton and J. T. Wil- 
lilamson.

MIDNIGHT RIOT IN AUGUSTA. 


ROW IN ‘A RESTAURANT WITH 
BAR ATTENDNT. 


Shots Fired, Furniture Smashed and 
Several Soldiers Badly Hurt—_.r- 
rests Made.

Augusta, Ga., January 23—There was a 
general row tonight at midnight in the 
restaurant back of a barroom corner Broad 
and Marbury streete run by two ex-police- 
men, Pat Brock and Henry Head, and Ed 
Wimberly, a member of company E in the 
late Second Georgia regiment. There were 
a party of two soldiers and two women in 
the place, 

A row was precipitated over some vulgar 
speech and a general knock down and drag 
out followed. Shots Were fired, furniture 
was smashed and a riot call was turned 
into police headquarters, to which a patrol 
wagon full of police responded. 

It is very difficult to get at the truth of 
the details, but John Matthewson, of the 
provost guard, was hit in the back of the 
head and claims he that was shot by Brock. 

Frank ©. Harmon, another soldier, was 
shot in the back of the head. 

Pat Brock was hit over the left eye and 
on top of the head. 

John Hatfield, a soldier, was hit on the 
left cheek with a beer bottle, and two 
Krag-Jorgenson rifies belonging to the sol- 
diers were smashed up. 

The reports are very conflicting and it

|, Dissolving the Injunction Puts a New 


Phase to It. 

Cordele, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)—The 
contest over the election for mayor and 
three aldermen of Cordele has taken on an 
entirely new phase. The injunction issued 
by Judge Butt was dissolved Saturday, 
leaving Mr. Charles C. Cutts in the mayor’s 
chair until the contest is finally decided. 
Today was appointed as the time to begin 
taking testimony before Justice of the 
Peace D. L. Ivey. But only one side of the 
contestants is represented. Mr. Cutts’s 
attorneys now claim that the entire pro- 
ceedings so far have been illegal and they 
are, therefore, taking no part in the con- 
test. They contend that the only proper 
remedy for the contestants, since Mr. Cutts 
has been given the certificate of election 
and sworn into office, is to take out war- 
rant papers, and this the contestants have 
failed to do. So the case stands and it 
seems likely that Mr. Cutts will be mayor. 
at least until the supreme court decides 
against him.

MOVEMENT TO RETAIN THE FAST MAIL 


Merchants of Macon To Pass Resolu- 
tions Tomorrow To Protest Against 
Withdrawing the Service. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)—A meeting 
of the Carnival Association will be held 
Thursday afternoon for the purpose of 
electing officers for the coming year, and 
for discussing plans for the carnival to be 
held this fall. The meeting will be held in 
the chamber of commerce rooms, and it is 
expected that a large number of members 
will be present when the session is called to 
order by President E. A. Waxelbaum. 

The election of officers will be the first 
thing on the order of business, and it is 
very probable that Mr. Ellis M. Talbott will 
be elected president. Mr. Talbott was chair- 
man of the finance committee last year, 
and will, if elected, make a good official. 

Besides the election of officers, other 
business of importance will come up, and it 
is very probable that some action will be 
taken in regard to holding the-earnival and 
the state fair here this year’ at the same 
time. The success of last year’s carnival 
has greatly encouraged the merchants and 
members of the association, and a greater 
one will be held next year. 

The State Agricultura] Society has a con- 
tract with the city of Macon to hold the 
next state fair here, and under these cir- 
cumstances Atlanta will not be in it. The 
fair would have been held here last year, 
but the society was in no condition to hold 
it, and decided to postpone it until next 
year. It is proposed by the citizens of 
Macon that the fair and carnival be held 
here at the same time, and the proposal 
will, no doubt, be carried out. 

Would Not Allow Him To Go. 

Troy West, the negro who was shot here 
Saturday by two citizens from Twiggs 
county, was tried before Recorder Freeman 
this morning on the warrant that was 
sworn out for him by Mr. W. D. Miller, 
from Twiggs county. After hearing the 
evidence in the case, Judge Freeman re- 
fused to allow the bailiff who had come 
after him to carry him back. The judge 
stated that the men who ghot the boy had 
no right to do so, and that he was not alto- 
gether satisfied with their action in the 
matter, and that he would hold the negro 
until the sheriff from Twiggs cvunty came 
after him. It was stated in The Constitu- 
tion this morning how the negro was shot. 
He was not badly wounded, and is able to 
walk around. He was carried to jail this 
morning, and will be held there until the 
sheriff of Twiggs arrives. He is charged 
with arson. 


Bids Will Be Opened. . 

The bids for the contract of altering the 
roof of the government building will be 
opened tomorrow. The contract calls for 
the altering of the roof so that it can be 
used for a weather station. A number of 
bids have been received, and will be opened 
tomorrow by Postmaster Hertz, who will 
forward them to the treasury department 
at Washington. After the contract is 
awarded the work will begin at once, and it 
is hoped to have the building in shape in a 
month’s time. 

The Southern Mail. 

President George A. Smith, of the cham- 
ber of commerce, received a letter from 
Congressman Bartlett this morning saying 
that the majority of the house was so great 
against the appropriation for the fast train 
to the south, that it was decided that it 
was best to let it go by, and fight it out in 
the senate. He said that Congressman 
Fleming, of Augusta,: supported the bill, 
but that the remainder of the Georgia 
delegation voted against it. At a meeting 
of the chamber of commerce, which will be 
held Wednesday afternoon, resolutions will 
be drawn up protesting against the matter, 
and these will be forwarded to Senator 
Bacon. The Macon people are hoping that 
Atlanta will do the same thing, so that it 
will be. possible to defeat the bill in the 
senate when it g€omes up. 

Will Meet in Atlanta.

Deal Made by Which the Road Passes 
Into New Hands. 

Waycross, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)j— 
A deal has just been closed by which Hon. 
L. Johnson, Captain J. S. Bailey and their 
associates sell the Waycross Air-Line rail- 
road to J. E. Wadley, J. %. Sweat, C. C. 
Grace, W. W. Beach and A. Sessoms, 
with J. S. Batley also to become associated 
with them. Tie final papers are to be ex- 
ecuted and a formal transfer made within 
a few days, when a new board of directors 
will be organized and officers elected. It 
is stated that in all probability the present 
officers will be retained by the new com- 
pany and all the employees will be con- 
tinued in its service, The officers are Lem 
Johnston, superintendent and genera] man- 
ager; F. M. Hawkins, auditor, and A. L. 
Johnson, master mechanic. The Air-Line is 
ecnsidered a fine piece of property, and un- 
der the new management it will be improv- 
ed and its equipment increased so as to 
better its condition generally. It extends 
from Waycross to Douglas and operates 
at present double daily passenger and mail 
service. 


LAWYER SCORES A WITNESS. 


Alleged That Dr. Foster Gets Large 
Fee from Railroad. 

Savannah, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
The argument in the $35,000 damage suit 
against the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroad were concluded before Judge Em- 
ory Speer today after several little breezy 
word tilts between ‘counsel and a general 
arraignment of witnesses on both sides. Dr. 
Eugene Foster, of Augusta, an expert for 
the railroad, was given perhaps the worst 
rap by counsel for the plaintiff. Judge 
Courtland Symmes, of Brunswick, in speak- 
ing of thim, said: 

“The doctor received $100 a day from the 
railroad for his services in this case, and 
he apprehended that $100 a day was likely 
to tempt a man, and that if it was laid as 
a plaster on a man’s neck itmight cause it 
to turn the other way. He said if this case 
comes to .trial again he hopes Dr. Foster 
will come as a citizen and not as a $10-a- 
day witness, so he can testify without par- 
tisanship, price or pay.’’ 

Mr. Symmes said he did not impeach Dr. 
Foster, but he was satisfied the way the 
doctor reluctantly testified on the stand 
that it affected the credit of his evidence. 
He said the doctor was a man of blonde 
conscience, with an eye to expectancy. 
Judge Speer will give the case to the jury 
tomorrow. 

Mayor P. W. Meldrim will assume per- 
sonal control of the police force at tomor- 
row’s election and has guaranteed fair- 
ness, so far as that part of it is concerned, 
to both factions. He also issued orders 
today directing some of the city officials 
who are also warm politicians to remain in 
their offices during hours to attend to any 
business citizens on either side may want 
to transact. This will come hard with 
some of tihem, as they thave been accus- 
tomed to joining in the turmoil around the 
polis. 

A secret committee has been formed to 
work around the polls tomorrow to prevent 
if possible the purchase of votes by either 
faction.

CENTRAL GOING 
TOWARD THE GULF 


Repert That Line Will Be Extended from 
Searight te Pensacela. 


THROUGH A RICH SECTION 


Mobile and Girard Road, in the Cen- 
tral System, Goes to Searight. 


AND THE GULF CAN BE EASILY REACHED 


The Destination Is Only About 118 
Miles, Which Could Be Built in a 
Short Time. 


Columbus, Ga., January 23.—(Special.)— 
According to all indications, the Central of 
Georgia railway is to have an outlet on the 
gulf coast. It is reported here that the 
Central is to extend its line from Searight, 
Ala., to Pensacola, a distance of 118 miles. 
This would give it something for which, 
under the new conditions, the railroads are 
now contending—a line to apart on the 
gulf of Mexico. With new West India 
trade and the immense business to be 
transacted, if the Nicaragua canal is built, 
the gulf ports will do the business of the 
country. This move of the Central, there- 
fore, to go, into Pensacola, where there is 
a fine harbor and water front, is both sig- 
nificant and interesting. 

The Mobile and Girard railroad is a road 
from Columbus to Searight, in south Ala- 
bama, 121 miles long. It was built as an in- 
dependent road, it being planned to extend 
to Mobile. The road became absorbed into 
the Central’s system in time. Ihe suppo- 
sition that the Mobile and Girard is to be 
extended into Pensacola is based on the fact 
that an extension of twenty-one miles from 
Searight to Andalusia, Ala., has already 
been decided upon. The total distance from 
Searight to Pensacola is 118 miles. The 
road would go through rich timbered sec- 
tions. The building would tend to cut off 
certain advances of the Plant system in-that 
section. 

The Cons@tution correspondent was re- 
liably informed today that yesterday cer- 
tain parties at Searight received a telegram 
from Vice President Eagan, of the Central, 
accepting their bid for a certain portion of 
the work of extension to Andalusia for ten 
miles. Incidentally, the telegram stated it 
is understood that the town of Andalusia 
had put up $6,000 for the road, and that cars 
would be running into that town by Octo- 


ber Ist. 


HE WAS OVERCOME BY GAS. 


John Hampton, a Well-Known Young 
Man, Had a Narrow Escape from 
Death Yesterday Afternoon. 


John Hampton, of the Pintsch Gas Com- 
pany, was rendered unconse.ous by inhal- 
ing a volume of gas yesterday afternoon 
while working on pipes running from the 
plant of the Pintsch ccmpany on Mitchell 
street to the depot. He was resting well 
last night. 

The gas is made of naphtha and is used 
for lighting railroad coaches, 
ton was sent to superintend the repairing 
of a leah in the pipes yesterday afternoon, 
and while bending over an opening a vol- 
ume of gas was forced out of the pipe. Mr. 
Hampton received the full effect of the 
deadly gas and was rendered unconscious 
at once. 

He was revived, however, but when he 
started to walk to the office of the company 
he was seized with convulsions. It is 
thought he will be several days recovering 
from the effects of the gas.

The body of Rev. A. J. Adams, the well 
known Methodist minister who died several 
weeks ago at the residence of relatives in 
St. Louis, will arrive in Atlanta tomorrow 
afternoon or night. Miss Nettie Adams, his 
daughter, and other relatives will accom- 
pany the body. Miss Adams telegraphed 
friends in Atlanta yesterday of the funeral 
arrangements. 

Tihe body will leave on an early train 
for Oxford, Ga., where funeral services 
will be theld and the body committed to its 
last resting place. Dr. Adams was the 
brother-in-law of Dr. Stiles, of this city, 
and was well known throughout the entire 
state. 

He was for forty-three years a member 
of the North Georgia conference and was 
at one time presiding elder of the Atlanta 
district. His last charge was in Conyers, 
but from this he was: forced to retire on 
account of his feeble condition resulting 
from old age. He had reached the age of 
seventy-one years when death came, and 
had left his church in Conyers only a few 
weeks before. 

Since his death several weeks ago, the 
body of Dr. Adams has been in a vault in 
a St. Louis cemetery.

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Another Sensible Negro, 

In another column we print a letter 
written to The New York Herald by 
‘Alpheus A. Poole, a colored man of De- 
troit, Mich. We print it for the benefit 
of our colored citizens in the south. It 
contains some very wholesome reading, 
and the more sensible of them cannot 
fail to profit by it. No doubt some of 
them will be surprised to find a negro 
writing so boldly and so acutely of the 
maih evil that afflicts his race; others 
will be indignant. . 

However that may be, jit may be 
truly said that Alpheus A. Poole is the 
first of his race to lift the veil upon the 
real trouble, and to show the real reason 
why the negroes have thus far refused 
to fit themselves to the circumstances 
and conditions of ordinary citizenship. 
Never before has the folly of the so- 
called leaders been more completely hit 
off, and it is to be hoped that both whites 
and blacks will read his letter. 

‘What is the trouble? It is simply this, 
that no sooner does the average negro 
receive an average education than he 
blossoms out into a would-be political 
leader and office-seeker. He out-Herods 
Herod in partisanship. He becomes a 
rampant republican, breathing hatred 
and vengeance against the southern 
whites. He does this for the purpose 
of attracting the attention and admira- 
tion of the republican politicians of the 
north; and, if one of them happens to 
pat him on the back, or take any notice 
of him whatever, he is forthwith lifted 
into the seventh heaven, and dedicates 
his life and his influence to republican 
toadyism. , 

He ig so wrapped up in this sort of 
thing, that when the does chance to get 
an office. he almost ceases to be a human 
being: ‘witness the attitude, temper and 
actions of the negro office-holders at 

and other places in North 

whole idea of civic duty 

msnip is to pose as a partisan 

and to toady to the northern republicans. 

He doesn’t know what ti principles of 

the republican party are; he doesn’t care. 

He knows that a majority of the white 

people of the south are opposed to re- 

publican principles, and the imagines 

that this opposition arises from the fact 

that the republeans are friendly to him— 
the Big Ike. 

As for considering whether a political 
measure will help or hurt him, or his 
neighbors, he never dreams of such a 
thing. No matter how well educated he 
may be, he is blind to every interest, in- 
cluding his own. He doesn’t care for 
his race, though he pretends to. He 
doesn’t care whether it gets along or 
not; all he desires is that it shall dis- 
play a spfrit of blind and rampant parti- 
sanship, and that he may continue to be 
recognized as one of its influential lead- 
ers. 

Take the protests that have been made 
by the so-called negro leaders against 
the Wilmington troubles; take the pro- 
tests they make against lynching. North 
or south, they do not speak for their 
race or totheircolor. No; they are pos- 
ing and attitudinizing so as to attract 
the attention of the white. republican 
politicians. Thus far, out of the whole 

* mass of negro talk on the subject of the 
recent troubles, only a few negroes have 
‘Deon found to speak to their race words 
of sen’e and soberness; Alpheus A. 
Poole is one of the few. 

Now, is it not a pitiable state of 
things, when only a few negroes out of 
seven or eight milliong can be found 
with sense enough and manhood enough 
to turn aside from blind partisanship and 
tell their race the truth? ‘What is the 
secret of it? Alpheus Poole lays it bare. 
He says the negro leaders “think more of 
the offices than of their people, and 
therefore some ridiculous and disgrace- 
ful utterances escape their polished lips.” 
It seems to be a fact, that there is not

Let us hope not. Let us likewise hope 
that it will soon cease here; for, until a 
definite end is put to it bx common sense 
and reason, the negroes can never hope 
to thrive as they otherwise would. A few 
sensible negroes perceive this very clear- 
ly—notably Booker T. Washington and 
the writer of the letter to The Herald. 
Be it observed, there is no desire or ex- 
pectation that the negroes should be- 
come democrats—but only a dim hope 
that they shall be as independent in 
their political views as white men aré, 
and in thig way use their votes to pro- 
mote their material interests instead of 
stupidly voting for a party because the 
southern whites deem it to their interest 
to oppose it. 

It is useless, however, to expect any 
help from the negro politicians. Their 
toadyism is so complete and disgusting 
that they are not likely to recover 
from it.

There is a gxeat boom in New York, 
which is reflected in other money cen- 
ters. Money has\ been flowing into the 
banks by the ton) and there is so much 
on hand that thdse who own it don’t 
know what to do Wwith it. It is so plen- 
tiful that it is a ‘sort of a drug in the 
market. Speculation has risen to the 
point where Wall street operators can 
go into the exchange, wave their hands 
and walk out with a million in profits. 
The bulls have got the bears on their 
horns. 

This is said to be a sign of prosperity, 
and it certainly means prosperity for 
those who have been. on the winning 
side of speculation. Where money is so 
plentiful there is bound to be prosperity. 
Prosperity is the result of a plentiful sup- 
ply of money that can be borrowed at 
easy rates, and this is the result in New 
York and other centers into which mon- 
ey has flowed from the rest of the coun- 
try. That Mr. Croker and other distin- 
guished financiers of New York should 
be more than satisfied with prevailing 
conditions, is not at all astonishing. 
They would be very hard to please, in- 
deed, if they were not satisfied. 

‘But how about the rest of the country? 
The congestion of money in New York 
and other financial centers is a good 
thing for business and speculation in 
those centers, but it represents a money 
famine in some other parts of the coun- 
try. The conditions, as they are today, 
constitute an object lesson. They show 


| that our present currency system works 


to the direct disadvantage of the south 
and west, and they show also the vital 
necessity of-a change. The republicans 
have pledged themselves to reform the 
currency, but it must be manifest to all 
that there will be no reform of any im- 
portance as long as the financial centers 
can profit by our inelastic system. 

‘New York cries “prosperity!” and 
speculation reaches heights it has never 
reached before. Money is a drug there; 
but in spite of the plethora hardly a 
dollar of it is entering into any produc- 
tive industry. Loans can be had there 
for 2 and 3 per cent. In other parts of 
the country, money is hardly to be had 
at 8 and 12 per cent. The per capita of 
circulation in ‘(New York city amounts to 
thousands-of dollars; in other parts of 
the country it is not more than 50 cents. 
This is because our present system per- 
mits the New York banks to drain the 
rest of the country of funds at their 
pleasure. 

The republicans show no disposition 
to redeem their pledges. They have 
other fish to fry, and the contributors 
to the republican campaign fund are well 
satisfied. Mr. Croker will say that this 
is an attack on New York, but it is mere- 
ly a plea for equity for a reform of the 
currency in the interest of all sections. 
New York will continue to have the 
lion’s share. 

The democrats will keep up their agi-

Our Carrying Trade. 


The statement made in an article in 
another column, that out of a carrying 
trade of over $1,800,000,000 only $158,- 
000,000 reached American bottoms, will 
come as a surprise to all who read it. 

These figures. but give another illus- 
tration of the prodigal wastefulness of 
our people in the managemennt of their 
resources. For a century we allowed 
the nations of Europe to grow rich out 
of the profits which came to the manu- 
facturing of our raw products, and thus 
to the present day we allow foreign 
shippers to reap almost the entire profit 
of our carrying trade. The fact is that 
in the control of our freights we have 
lost immensely ground that was held by 
our fathers under less favorable cir- 
cumstances. To think that in the 
year 1898, when we have been boasting 
of the invincibility of the American flag, 
it did not float over a tithe of our 
shipping, is enough to cal] attention at 
once to a subject of the utmost impor- 
tance. In order for a nation to reap the 
full fruits of its industries, it is not only 
necessary that it should profluce the raw 
material, but that it should go further, 
and by carrying this materia] through 
all the various stages of manufacture, 
reach those duplicated profits which 
come to skill and genius. Having done 
all this, fully one-third of the profit still 
remains to be garnered, either by our 
own nation or one more enterprising, 
which will furnish the shipping in order 
that our products may reach the ports 
of the world. . 

There was a time when the f 
the south did not take the pb 5 se 
in our “American shipping which at- 
taches to it now. In the days when ship- 
building was confined to the coast of 
(Maine and when the interest in freights 
belonged chiefly to the east, the south 
felt herself shut out from participation, 
and looked on with indifference. “But 
now, under the altered conditions ,of 
ship-building, with two-thirds of the At- 
lantic coast south of the Chesapeake 
and all of it available for the location of 
shipyards, to which must be added the 
immense gulf coast, it will be seen that 
‘we have interests not only in the

trade, and it is time that our business 
‘men and capitalists and, most especially, 
those of them whose interests are in

ing the past week one full carload of 
Georgia tallow to Havre, France. This 
may seem to many to be but a dry sta- 
tistical fact, but wrapped up in it is ths 
growing development of our commercia! 
interests. It goes to show that one en- 
terprising young business man of Atlan- 
ta has broken through the shell which 
encrusts our trade, and has pwshed for- 
ward into competition wigh the dealers 
of the world, who gather in the great 
ports of Europe. With such men as Mr. 
Sawtell developing our packing house 
industry, and sending southern meats 
into the West Indies and preparing to en- 
ter the markets of Europe; with such 
men as Mr. Miles, taking up other feat- 
ures of the business and sending car- 
loads of freight to European ports, we 
have object lessons which are no doubt 
being watched and learned by other quiet 
young men in our midst, who will be 
heard from day by day, breaking out 
into new lines of exportation, and thus 
creating markets for the products of 
our soil. 

The Constitution bids hail to these 
young developers of Georgia resources, 
and calls upon other youngymen with 
mercantile instincts to enter the field 
and to see if they, too, cannot reach out 
into those fields where profit lies await- 
ing their energies. The proprietors of 
the Southern Furniture Factory have in- 
vaded every state in the union, .and 
Spanish-America as well, while the 
Southern Saw Works have entered the 
Pacific trade and intend to be heard 
from in the distribution of wares in their 
line in all the ports from Viadivostock 
down to those of New Zealand, Borneo 
and Australia. The field is as open to 
ug aS it is to others. Atlanta lies right 
in the path of trans-continental railways. 
She draws upon the cotton country of 
the south; the cattle, corn and wheat 
country of the north, and the iron and 
coal of the Birmingham district. Here, 
within six hundred square miles, lies 
every resource with which nature makes 
the people rich, and all our people have 
to do is to awake to the opportunities 
over which they go blindly stumbling. 


Mr. Bryan’s Conservatism. ' 

The conservatism which has been dis- 
played by Hon. W. J. Bryan, in calling 
for the ratification of the treaty of peace, 
but justifies that confidence which was 
felt in him when, two years ago, he ran 
for the presidency of the United States. 

It will be remembered that one of the 
chief arguments brought up against the 
election of Mr. Bryan by bolting demo- 
cratic newspapers and those which had 
sympathy with the bolters, was his youth 
and inexperience.

Al- 
most 7,000,000 (of American voters, in op- 
position to e combined power of 
wealth, declared their confidence in the 
young tribune. Within a few months 
thereafter occurred events which well 
might have shaken the conservatism of 


-an ordinary man, but they only served 


to show that Mr. Bryan was an extraor- 
dinary man. ‘He urged his party to 
hold up the arms of his successful com- 
petitor in the war which ensued with 
Spain, and he has steadily deprecated 
any attempt to make political or per- 
sonal capital out of that war. He has 
urged the idea that it was Americanism 
which was at stake, and he sti urges 
that until, by the formal ratification df 
a treaty of peace, Spain has been rele- 
gated to the outside, there is no room 
for contesting over details which may 
fall to the advantage of the men who 
have been our enemies on the field. 

Let us close up the war from begin- 
ning to end, is his advice, and that ca% 
only be done by a prompt ratification of 
the treaty of peace. That action carries 
with it only one result, the removal of 
Spain from the controversy. , 

Then freed from our enemy, we/can. 
take up in our own way and according ' 
to our own political predilections, the 
questions which shall .be left for settle- 
ment. 
any opposition to removing an armed 
enemy from the controversy, and sub- 
mitting the whole matter to the congress 
of our own people, which ig supposed to 
represent American policy and American 
interest. 

But what The Constitution started out 
to say was to declare its admiration of 
the conservatism of the gallant young 
leader who has so far proven himself 
equal to every emergency; who has not 
upon a single occasion lost his head, but 
who stands today the embodiment of 
democratic leadership, thus justifying the 
convention which nominated him in 1896 
and the 7,000,000 of people who voted 


for him in the election which followed. |

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TWO GREAT GEORGIANS 
HOWELL COBB AND BOB TOOMBS. 


| ‘By Dr. J. L. M. Curry. 


(For The Constitution.) 

Perhaps no two public men: occupying 
distinguished positions in our ceuntry ever 
sustained a longer and closer intimacy 
than Stephens and Robert Toombs. Born 
in adjoining counties, educated at the 
Same college, practicing law in the same 
courts, they were as Damon and Pithias. 
Young, ambitious, able, active leaders of 
the same politica) parties, colleagues in 
the legislature and in congress, in_ entire 
accord in politics with one brief exception, 
they lived as brothers and had for each 
other the greatest respect and the most 
beautiful affection. Physically they were 
antipodes;. Stephens, delicate, frail, with 
yellow complexion, frail body, his sur- 
vival amid severe labors, physical weak- 
nesses, a sword thrust and the fall of a 
gate upon him, seemed a miracle; Toombs, 
robust, vigorous, boisterous, aggressive, 4 
Boanerges, was the impersonation of 
health, I saw Toombs for the first time 
in attemGance upon the superior court 
of Lincoln county, where semi-annually 
assembled an array of legal talent and 
learning which would have distinguished 
any bar in Bwurope or the United States. 
Toombs attracted my boyish attention. 
He was then about twenty-five years of 
age and was a model of manly beauty, 
From that time until his death I saw him 
frequently and never received anything 
at his hands except generous hospitality, 
marked courtesy and flattering regard. As 
lawyer and statesman, his career was 
marked by distinguished ability and he 
might have been classed as one of the 
world’s “Great Conversers.”’ At times in 
counsel or colloquy he would throw out 
great nuggets of thought which capable 
but inferior men could. hammer out into 
a treatise or discourse. His satire and 
ridicule were merciless; his argumenta- 
tion was clear, compact, convincing and 
in’ judicial tribunals, the thouse and the 


_senate, he was one of the most fearless 


and formidable of debaters. He threw 
himself heart and sou] with all the energy 
and enthusiasm of his imperious nature 
into the secession mcvement, and in De- 
cember, 1860, after Mr, Lincoln’s election, 
when conferences of southern congressmen 
and leading citizens were held daily and 
the excitement was intense, it was his 
powerful mind and domineering charac- 
ter which assumed leadership, dictated 
policy and hastened the action of the first 
seven seceding states. A telegram from 
Washington ceclaring adjustment impos- 
sible an@ urging prompt action was writ- 
ten by him. By a sort of logical and 
political fitness of things, he became the 
first secretary of state of the confederacy. 
President Davis and he were not built 
on the same pattern, and friction was in- 
evitable. Restive as a subordinate of the 
president and impatient for service in 
another field, he entered the army, where, 
for reasons not desirable to be stated, he 
did not add to his reputation nor achieve 
any military renown. With gifts rarely 
surpassed, he lacked the art of seizing the 
genius and tendency: of a critical epoch. 
His ability was perhaps more destructive 
than constructive. During the French 
revolution some men were called “archi- 
tects of ruin,.’’ I recall a dramatic inci- 
dent in a secret session of the provisional 
congress, held in the hall of the house of 
deputies in the capitol] at Richmond, when 
the success of the confederacy was under 
consideration and foreign succor, financial 
schemes and other expedients were under 
ciscussion. After a warm debate General 
Toombs took the floor, and in less than an 
hour delivered one of the most powerful 
speeches I ever listened, on our available 
means of safety. Every deputy sat with 
concentrated and rapt attention, amazed 
at the extraordinary ability of the man, 
and surprised and delighted at the seem- 
ingly wise and adequate scheme which was 
presented for our triumph When he 
closed there was silence, almost painful. 
for a consid¢rable time in the body, when 
Mr. Robert H. Smith, of Mobile, arose and 
said: “Mr. President, if the gentleman 
from Georgia does not bring in bills to 
carry out wnat he has suggested, he is a 
worse traitor than Benedict Arnold.’ The 
idea of Mr. Smith was that no one compre- 
hended the situation as did General 
Toombs, and on no other person did the 
obligation rest as heavily for devising and 
framing the iadequate legislation. The 
speech was the end of the suggested meas- 
ures. 

When the war closed Toombs resumed 
the practice of his profession. He was 
bitter and unforgiving in his comments and 
criticisms upon some of his brother con- 
federates, refused to apply for pardon or 
take the oath of allegiance, and he died 
proudly as an unreconstructed and dis- 
franchised confederate. His statesman- 
ship may be criticized as not fully meet- 
ing the expectations created by his large 
experience ang ability, but in the man- 
agement of his private affairs he was very 
successful, saving his earnings, making; 
good investments, and up to the beginning 
of the war accumulating a large prop- 
erty. 

Many persons, themselves of no mean 
ability, rank Robert Toombs as among the 
greatest men intellectually that the country 
has produced. 

Howell Cobb. 

Another Georgian must not be omitted 
from these sketches, for he wag probably 
more popular than either of the two de- 
acribed and deserves lasting honor from the 
state he loved and served so well. Howell 
Cobb was a remarkable man, not so schol- 
arly as his younger brother, T. R. R., nor 
so studious or diligent as Stephens or 
Toombs, but with quicker intellect and 
readier faculty of adaptation, because of 
resources on unexpected occasions and of 
what scme writers cal] the genious of com- 
mon sense. Inclined to corpulency, good 
humored, amjcable, cordial in manner and 
disposition, with a genial nature giving 
Sway over equals, practical rather than 
theoretical, he was a devoted husband, an 
affectionate father, 2 generous friend and 
emphatically a people’s man. I first knew 
him in 180, when I was in college, a fellow 
student with hia brilliant brother and with 
his future Lrother-in-law, Luther Judson 
Glenn. Every Saturday afternoon, in the 
town hall, was a kind of political debating 
club, some speakers advocating the election 
of William Henry Harrison and some Mar- 
tin Van Buren. That campaign was unique. 
The financia} crisis of 1837 and the depress- 
ed condition of the country had created 
wide-spread dissatisfaction among the peo- 
ple. Van Buren’s administration had been 
marked by some measures which enabled 
his opponents to arouse popular prejudice 
and indignation. One Ogle, a congressman, 
took dn inventory of the furniture in the 
white house and made a demagogical 
speech about “gold spoons’’ and other aris- 
tocratic belongings. 


The Florida war, stub- 
bornly protracted by the Seninole Indians, 
had increased federal expenditures and there 
Was a rallying cry for “retrenchment and 
reform.” The whigs captured the public 
fancy by campaign songs of “Tippecanoe 

, too,” and anticipated the “‘hay- 
seed” sion by appeals to the farmers.

had as their advecates Junius Hillyer, Hop- 
kins Hoisey, General Harden, Stevens 
Thomas, William I. Mitchell, Henry R. 
Jackson and Howell Cobb. Cobb was 
an impassioned and fluent speak- 
er, . deferential to Judge Dougher- 
ty, whom he greatly admired, 
and arousing his friends to a high pitch of 
enthusiasm. When in congress he Was 
very popular, and had the honor to be 
His influence was great, 
especially with his party. The statesman- 
like manner in which he discharged his 
duties -raised him, in the opinion of the 
public, from the position of a clever man 
into that of an able one. Judging events 
with calmness and men with correctness, 
he had a moderation which is said to be 
the characteristic of true philosophy. The 
compromise measures growing out of the 
acquisition of territory from Mexico and the 
‘Wilmot proviso’ and the growing nullif- 
cation by the north of the guaranty for 
the delivery of fugitive slaves, were not re- 
ceived with universal favor, and many dis- 
trustful persons at the south felt that the 
time for resistance to even enlarging ag- 
gressions could not be postponed. In oppo- 
sition to the extreme course advocated by 
some southern men a union party was form- 
ed in Georgia, and as their candidate, Cobb 
was elected governor by an overwhelming 
majority. Buchanan appointed him secre- 
tary of the treasury, and no one of superior 
integrity and patriotism ever held that im- 
portant post. As a cabinet officer he dis- 
pensed, with his noble wife, a liberal hos- 
pitality, and many 4 time L. Q. C. Lamar 
and myself, both related to Mrs. Cobb, and 
Hope Hull and others met around the din- 
ner table and were delighted by Governor 
Cobb’s charming reminiscences, and _ in- 
structed by his wise opinions. When the 
election of Lincoln demonstrated that under 
the “irrepressible conflict’ the states could 
not remain half slave holding and half not 
slave holding, Governor Cobb was not slow 
in perceiving that there was no hope for 
justice or constitutional equality for the 
south, and he favored the co-operative ac- 
tion of the southern states for the protec- 
tion of their rights and property. 
Being a deputy to the provisional 
congress in Montgomery, he was 
unanimously elected to preside over 
that body. Strictly parliamentary duties 
occupied but little of his time, and so his 
wise counsels and sound judgment and 
large experience were in much and useful 
requisition in framing the provisional and 
permanent constitutions. It is a just com- 
pliment to those charters of constitutional 
liberty that as late as April, 1861, The New 
York Herald published in full the latter 
instrument, commended its moderation and 
wisdom and advised its adoption by the 
United States as a just settlement of the 
difficulties between the sections. It may be 
observed in passing that at the initiation 
and in the earliest days of the struggle, a 
number of men, who afterwards were prom- 
inent, some of them bitter, almost malig- 
nant, in their hostility to the south, were 
known as, to say the least, sympathizers 
with the south. Staunton, Generals Thomas, 
Cochran and Logan were, by rumor, as- 
signed to that position, 

Wien a president of the confederacy was 
to be chosen by congress, a number of the 
deputies preferred Governor Cobb for that 
high and responsible office,, but, as Mr. 
Davis was urged for the place by Mississip- 
plans and others, and he had had both civil 
and military experience, and there was a 
patriotic purpose to keep down éall harmful 
differences, Mr. Davis’s election was ac- 
quiesced in, and no one gave him a more 
cheerful support than Governor Cobb. It 
is, of course, a purely speculative opinion, 
not determinable by facts, whether with 
Cobb as president, the final result would 
have been different,

The common people of the race have wait- 
ed since 1576 for one of their so-called lead- 
ers to come out boldly and declare the 
truth as it is and advise them of the best 
course to pursue in the face of facts unde- 
niable; but our leaders think more of the 
cffices than of their Feovle, and therefore 
some ridiculous and disgraceful utterances 
escape their po'ished oo They, seem un- 
mindful of the degradation their words 
bring to their own door as individuals, for 
it is a fact that many think their words 
the measure of their wisdom, and therefor 
deduce one or all of the following concl:- 
sions: “The educated colored citizen is a 
failure,’’ ‘“‘Inferiority is c¢haracteristic in 
the race, and no amount of training can 
improve it,’’ and “Incapacity and degener- 
acy is proven by the educated among the 
black Americans.”

Session in the Senate Yesterday Was for Purpose of Organization 
and Outlining Commission's Work 


FINS AND WIGHT, CHAIRMEN

SPEAKER LITTLE TALKS OF TAXES 


Work of Commission Is of Such Mag- 
nitude That Time Is Needed for 
the Members to Thoroughly 
Acquaint Themselves 
with Its Details. 


The new state tax commission appointed 
under the Ellis resolution to investigate 
and revise the tax system of Georgia, met 
for the first time in the senate chamber 
yesterday at noon. 

Every member of the commission was pres 
ent and prepared to take hold of the work 
imposed by the general assembly, which 
will consume the greater part, if not the 
entire time, of the commission before the 
next session of flie legislature. 

After outlining in some degree the line 
of investigation to be pursued by the com- 
missioners separately, and instructing the 
secretary with regard to the statistics to 
Le prepared, the commission, on motion of 
‘Mr. Freeman, of Coweta, adjourned to meet

“The impression seems to have gained 
ground that I am a candidate for the chair- 
manship of the commission, Such has never 
Leen my desire and after a short conference 
with Speaker Little, whose name also has 
been connected with the chairmanship, we

Ellis and Wight, Chairmen. 

Representative Freeman, of Coweta, rose 
at the close of the words of President Dod- 
Son and nominated Senator Ed L. Wight 
and Representative Roland Ellis, of Bibb, 
for the chairmanship. The nominations 
were seconded by Senator Blalock, of Fay- 
ette, and Senator Wight and Representa- 
tive Ellis were elected to the joint chair- 
manship without opposition. 

In assuming the chair, Senator Wight ex- 
pressed thanks to the commission for the 
compliment paid him and also extended 
thanks in behalf of Representative Ellis. 
He spoke of the vast amount of work ahead 
of the commission and referred to it as 
labor of a character that would attract the 
eyes of the whole state. He expressed the 
opinion that the commission would, upon 
the conclusion of its labors, have prepared 
@ report to the legislature that would meet 
with general approval and Le the means of 
putting the tax system upon a better and 
fairer basis than it had ever been before. 

Blackburn Elected Secretary. 

Speaker Little was of the opinion that 
the commission would need the services of 
a@ secretary, as the reports to be drafted 
would be exhaustive and more than any 
member of the body would be willing to 
undertake. President Dodson, of the sen- 
ate, placed in nomination the name of B. 
M. Blackburn for secretary and the nomi- 
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ration was seconded by Speaker Little. Mr. 
Blackburn was chosen secretary unani- 
mously and without opposition, A discus- 
sion followed as to the remuneration to be 
received by the secretary for his services 
and it was finally agreed, upon motion of 
Speaker Little, to advance to the secretary 
the sum of $4 a day, with the understand- 
ing that if the services of the secretary 
were found to be very arduous, that he 
would be permitted to send in his bill for

President Dodson moved that the commis- 
sion hear an address on the subject of state 
taxes from Speaker Little, whom he said 
had made a carefu) study of the subject re- 


cently. 


Speaker Little Talks. 

Speaker John D. Little, of Muskogee, said 
that the commission had been called to- 
gether at this early date for the purpose of 
organization and also to may out to some 
degree the work ahead of the commissin. 
in discussin the present system of taxation, 
the speaker said: , 

“In almost every proposition concerning 
taxation there are considerations, legal and 
otherwise, that will demand most thorough 
attention. Personally, I am of the opinion 
that the poorest form of taxation is that 
where every person is his own tax aszes- 
sor. 

“In order to get properly to the work to 
which we have been assigned, it will Le 
necessary in the first place for each mem- 
ber of the commission to make a careful 
and exhaustive study of the subject of tax- 
ation, not only in Georgia, but in other 
states. 

‘My idea is, therefore, that it is the duty 
of this body not to get together with a view 
of remedying evils at once, but rather to 
make a careful stury of tax laws in other 
states and by comparing them with the 
law in foree here, be able to point out 
errors and abuses and be ready to correct 
them when we meet together again. 

“After adjourning it will be necessary to 
come together only in the early summer, 
and ample time will be given to each mem- 


ber to make a careful and useful study of | 


the subject at hand. 

“The first thing for the commission to do 
is to have. all the data on the subject of 
taxation that can be obtained.” Speaker 
Little explained that it would be easy to 
get the tax laws of all the states in the 
union codified by themselves, and took oc- 
casion to call attention to the fact that 
while other states fhad their tax laws so 
codified, Geoftia had never done so, and 
it would be necessary therefore to go 
through the code in order to reach the dif- 
ferent enactments on taxation. 

President Dodson stated that in his opin- 
ion the suggestions offered by Speaker Lit- 
tle were very appropriate, and that it 
would be futile for the commission to go to 
work with the object of reforming the tax

laws before each member had made a close 
study of the different systems in the coun- 
try. He thought it would be best to au- 
thorize the secretary to furnish copies of 
the tax laws@of the different states in the 
union to each member of the commission. 

Chairman Wight said that he had listen- 
ed with interest to the plans: for the best 
way to approach the subject of taxation, 
and knew of no way that would answer the 
purpose so well as that suggested by Speak- 
er Little. 


Equalization Law Inadequate. 


Reference was made during the discussion 
to the equalization law of 1891, by Mr. Hard- 
wick, of Washington, who desired that a 
copy of the law be sent to each member 
of the commission for use as reference. 
Speaker Little handled the equalization law 
of 1891 without gloves. He said he did 
not know the name of its framer, but he 
knew that it was wholly inadequate for the 
purposes for which it had been framed, He 
said; 

“Flaws are found in it at every turn, 
and it has never met with the satisfaction 
that its framer evidently intended.’’ He 
thought it would be useful as the means of 
understanding more clearly the evils in the 
laws, and moved that the secretary be in- 
structed to send to the member all legisla- 
tion on the subject of taxes since 1890. 

After some disoussion ag to the manner 
in which the commission should proceed 
with its work a resolution was introduced 
by Representative Hardwick, of Washing- 
ton, embodying practically the views ex- 
pressed by Speaker Little and President 
Dodson. 

The following is the resolution adopted 
unanimously by the commission:

The plaintiff in the bill 
is the former general counsel and direc- 
tor, Malcolm Johnston. He is represented

The officers of the association and the 
attorneys repfesenting them gay the bill 
has no merit. 

It is alleged by Mr. Johnston that the as- 
sociation has become insolvent by misman- 
agement. It is stated in the bill that Mr. 
Johnston has not been able to agree with 
the other officers of the association because 
they violated the by-laws. The plaintiff 
alleges that he would have filed his bill 
sooner, but that the annual meeting of di- 
rectors was held on January i6th, and he 
thought he would be able to adjust matters 
at tinat time. He says that there are 15,000 
shares of the association, and at the direc- 
tors’ meeting only 4, Were represented 
by personal attendance and by proxies. It 
is stated that on account of the small at- 
tendance the plaintiff moved that the meet- 
ing adjourn for thirty days, that the stock- 
holders might be notified of the ‘business to 
be transacted. This motion was lost and 
Mr. Johnston asserts that the by-laws were 
so changed as to utterly destroy the plan 
upon which the stockholders entered the 
association and put the entire management 
in the hands of the directors, 

It is alleged that within the past two 
years there has been $400,000 in withdrawals, 
and that shares to the amount of $120,000 
are now in for withdrawal. It is not only 
alleged that the association ig insolvent, 
but that the association is unable to pay 
back even the principal of the amount the 
stockholders put into the loan fund. The 
petition states that bad loans have been 
made in all parts of the country, and that 
on $100,000 of loans not more than # or 50 
per cent can be obtained. 

It is claimed that the bulk of the assets 
have been vsed up by the alleged $400,000 
withdrawals. [t is alleged that if the 
$120,000 in claims for withdrawals now pend- 
ing is paid out it will leave nothing for the 
stockholders, © 

Mr. Johnston charges the directors with 
carelessness in making loans, and he says, 
from his experience as general counsel, 
one-third of the loans will have to be fore- 
closed. It is further alleged that the asso- 
ciation has about 100 suits pending which, 
if, streruously fought, will be defeated by 
vsury laws in various states. : | 

Johnston’s Resignation Wanted. | 
The bill file@ by Mr. Johnston came in 
the nature of a surprise,

President Atkins Talks. 
Wihen seen concerning the bill, Mr. At- 
king said: 
“This action comes as a surprise to the 
mankgement, because of the following rea- 


sons: 

“First, The assvuciation is perfectly sol- 
vent, 

“Second, Its affairs have been earefully 
and judiciously managed. 

“Third. Ite management has been under 
the advice and direction of the party now 
complaining. 

“Rourth. Lf there were error in judg- 
ment, prudence required that they be cor- 
rected by the management and the stock- 
holders. 

Fifth. Pecause it is conceded by all con- 
versant with such subjects that a recei- 
vership for such a business enterprise as 
ours is the worst thing that could come 
to it. 

“Sixth. Because the property of the 
stockholders is in jeopardy by adminhis-

‘We confidently believe that we can de- 
feat this attempt, ahd we are using every 
legitimate means to that end. We believe 
in the solvency and good condition of the 
association, and confidently expect to show 
to the court that it is absolutely in good 
shape and condition.

Wilson and Faulkner Arrested by 
Deputy Sheriff Buchanan, 


MERCHANTS MADE CHARGES 


Sald the Men @btalned Money from 
Them In Making Change, 


BOTH DECLARE THEY ARE INNOCENT 


They Were Riding Toward Atlan®a in 
Buggy When Arrested—Buchanan 
Rode After Them on Bare- 
Backed Horse—What 
the Officers Say. 


Two white men driving a jaded black 
horse hitched to a buggy bespattered with 
mud, and an officer riding a bareback horse 
in hot pursuit, was the exciting scene which 
Was witnessed on the road from Kirkwood 
to the city yesterday afternoon just before 
dark, 

The men registered themselves at the po- 
lice barracks as Henry Wilson, aged twen- 
ty-four and Charles Faulkner, aged forty- 


four. Their adventures during the after- 
noon drive, as related by a DeKalb officer, 
makes an interesting story. The alleged 
absentmindedness of the two men in the 
smail matter of making change, the easy 
way they are said to thave had of getting 
bills mixed up, much to the financial em- 
barrasment of the othér party, and the 
wild and daring bareback ride of Deputy 
Sheriff Buchanan, of DeKalb county, to 
overtake the two men and notify them 
of their alleged reckless disregard of the 


propriety of changing money correctly, and 
the officer’s subsequent determination to 
impress this upon their minds by a legal 
process, are the main features of the epi- 
sode. 

Early yesterday morning) Wilson and 
Faulkner, both being stylishly dressed and 
with pleasing and engaging manners, call- 
ed at a livery stable on West Hunter street, 
and hired a horse and buggy for which 
they agreed to pay $2.50. 

The couple drove out toward Decatur, 
and the next thing heard of them they 
were making purchases in some of the 

-Stores along the route, and it is charged 
that they secured several five and ten dol- 
lar bills by a fiim-flam game, Just how the 
supposed. game was worked even the alleged 
victims cannot now tell, All they know was 
that a couple of cigars or a can of corn 
beef or some other cheap article was pur- 
chased and a bill offered in payment. 

While the change was being made the 
purchaser, who appears to have been Wil- 
son in each case, said something, it is 
claimed, about having the exact change 
which he did not know before that he had, 
and then there followed an exchange of 
coin and the bills which is said to have 
bewildered the shopmen and resulted in the 
losing of five or ten dollars. It is said by 
those causing the arrest that it took the 
victim several minutes to realize what had 
occurred, and by the time he found out 
that he thad been fooled, the two men 
were far away in the buggy. 

One of the stores in which Wilson and 
Faulkner are said to have flim-flammed a 
five dollar bill was that of L. C. Cassels 
in Kirkwood. Another store was that of 
Robert Hardin in Edgewood where a ten 
dollar bill was secured, so it is charged. 

Deputy Sheriff Buchanan happened to be 
in Hardin’s store when the game was said 
to have been worked and as soon as he 
was informed of the alleged robbery he 
jumped upon a bareback horse and dashed 
out after the men, who, the officer states, 
were driving the hhorse as fast as he could 
go through the heavy mud. 

The Arrest Is Made. 

Wihile Buchanan was chasing the two 
men in the buggy a telephone message was 
sent to the police barracks informing 
Call officefs Covington and Chosewood of 
what had occured. They went out on their 
bicycles to head off the buggy. 

Buchanan overtook the men at the same 
tim. Bicycle Policeman Dorsey came up, 
and the arrest of the men occured within 
the city limits. 

At the police barracks the men were 
charged with robbery, and warrants will 
be sworn out for them this morning in De- 
Kalb county. Wilson and Faulkner show- 
ed signs of the ride they had taken. 
for their clothes were covered with clay. 
The horse was very tired and the buggy 
Was spattered with mud from tire te top. 

The prisoners denied that they had swin- 
died . Faulkner said that he had 
resided in Atlanta for sit years and sold 
eyeglasses for a living. A case of eye- 
giasses were found in the buggy under the 
seat. Only two or three dollars were 
found on his person, 

Wilson said he had been in Atlanta a 
month and came here from New. Orleans. 
He claimed to be in partnership with 
Faulkner. About $14 in cash was taken 
from this pockets. 

Among Faulkner’s effects were seven or 
eight one cent coins glued together with 
a oer hole drilled into one side. and a 
tin dice box. He explained that with this 
outfit he did a neat little trick to amuse 
the audience when selling eyeglasses on the 
streets. 

Who the Two Men Are. 

Wilson was dressed in the latest style 
and seems to be a young man of excellent 
address. Faulkner is older and Was also 
well dressed. 

Aside from dening they had swindled 
anybody the men had nothing to say. 

é owner of the horse and buggy was 
notified and the team was sent after. They 
said the horse had been hired to Faulkner 
at 10° o'clock in the morning. Deputy 

« Buchanan telephoned the police barracks 
late last night that he had asceratined that

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CAPTAIN MILLEDGE 
IS QUITE ILL 


Has Been Confined te His Bed fer Some 
Time. 


NERVOUS DEPRESSION CAUSE 


At Times He Has Failed To Recognize 
Those About Him. | 


HEALTH HAS BEEN FAILING FOR MONTHS 


His Physicians Say That While He Is 
in a Precarious State, There Is No 
Immediate Cause for Alarm. 


At a late hour last night the condition 
of Captain John Milledge, who has been 
critically ill at his home on Trinity ave- 
nue, for some time past, was improved. 
His. physicians say that while he is quite 
ill, his present condition is not alarming. 

Captain Milledge has been failing in 
health for some time, and such was his 
state that his mother, Mrs. John Milledge, 
came*from her home in Forsyth last Sep- 
tember to be near him. He has been suf- 
fering from nervous depression, and has 
been delirious at times There were mo- 
ments when he failed to recognize those 
about him, and talked in a rambling man- 
ner. His wife and mother are constantly 
at his bedside, and throughout the night 
he has the attentions of a trained nurse. 

Some years ago Captain Milledge lost the 
sight of one of his eyes, and he has never 
quite recovered from the shock occasioned 
by this calamity. His vision has been fail- 
ing steadily, unti] several months ago he 
lost his sight altogether. The loss of sight 
had a depressing effect upon his general 
health, and for several weeks he has been 
in a precarious condition. 

During the civil war Captain Milledge 
was an officer in Blodgett’s battery and 
served throughout the strife with that 
command. He was a daring fighter and 
greatly loved his men. He was for years 
prominently connected with the confederate 
veterans, and took great interest in the pro- 
ceedings of the association. 

For many years he has occupied a place 
of prominence at the Georgia bar, and 
has practiced law in Atlanta since he took 
up his residence here shortly after the 
war. About eight years ago he was ap- 
pointed state librarian, and held that posi- 
tion of trust up to two years ago. Several 
years ago he married his second wife, Miss 
Mary Gresham, of Waynesboro. 

Captain John Milledge was born Apri] 7, 
1837, at Augusta, and first attended school 
at St. Timothy’s hall, near Baltimore. 
While at school he was known as a diligent 
student and lover of military matters. He 
returned to his home in Augusta and later 
attended the Georgia Military institute at 
Marietta, from which he graduated with 
honors. After his graduation he practiced 
law with success in his native town, and 
at the outbreak of the civil war was ap- 
pointed first HNeutenant of the First Geor- 
gia regiment by Governor Brown. 

After the war he settled in Virginia, fol- 
lowing his chosen profession with varying 
success. While a resident of that estate he 
met and married his first wife, a Miss Rob- 
inson, the daughter of one of first families 
of the state. He ther returned to Georgia, 
settling in this city, and pursued the prac- 
tice of his profession. 

His father, John Milledge, Sr., was the 
able and renowned founder of the Georgia 
Military institute at Marietta, | a’ school 
which has the reputation of having turned 
out tae Sa men. His grandfather 
was John edge, at 
Géteria. 4 one time governor of 

Dr. Olmsted, one of his attending physi- 
clans, says that while in a rather precari- 
ous state, there is no occasion for aiarm 
regarding Captain Milledge’s condition.

The south is going to have a golt smelter | 


at last, which means that the long desired 
“awakening in gold mining in the gouth’”’ is 
assured, for, in effect, the owners of gold 
properties in Georgia and adjacent states 
will be furnished opportunity to operate 
their mines with profit. 

For three weeks past two capitalists from 
Denver, Col., J. Edgar Black, a banker and 
mining man, and J. H. McCoy, also a 
miner and the inventor and manufac- 
turer of the McCoy gold concentrating ta- 
ble, have been quietly looking over the field. 
Yesterday they decided positively to build a 
Bmelter here if they can obtain favorable 
conditions. F¥gm’‘ personal observation and 
inspection, have satisfied themselves 
that there is more than enough ore in this 
section to justify an enterprise of the kind— 
provided the railroads will agree to institute 
such freight rates on gold ores as will en- 
able the owners of the properties to ship 
their output to Atlanta. 

These gentlemen do not ask for any mon- 
ey or any subscription to stock in the enter- 
prise. They come to Atlanta prepared to 
pay their way. They believe, however, that 
the profits that would accrue to the city 
and state would authorize the donation of 
@ suitable site for their plant, and they do 
want assurance that the railroads will es- 
tablish and maintain rates sufficiently low 
to permit the crude ore to be sent to the 
emelter here from the Carolinas, Ala- 
bama and different parts of Georgia. 

The building of’ this emelter will mean 
as much for the south Atlantic states as 
any enterprise established within their bor- 
ders for many years. The plant itself will 
be a big thing for Atlanta. It whl repre- 
sent an investment of not less than $300,000— 
maybe $1,000,000. From the first $3,000 to 
$3,500 a day will be expended for ore and 
operating expenses. The railroads will be 
given a business of not less than 240 tons 
a day to start with. And this will probably 
shortly be increased to a thousand tons or 
more as mines are opened up as a result of 
the establishment of the smelter. 

The hundr of gold properties now ly- 
ing idle in Georgia, Alabama and the Caro- 
linas will be furnished, practically, capital 
to operate on through the opening up of 
this market for their ores, for they are of 
@ grade that cannot be treated by any 
other method with profit. And this devel- 
opment of the many gold properties now ly- 
ing idle will mean the incoming of a large 
number of people, who will add much to 
the material wealth of the state. 

The smelter will furnish a market for 
gold ore—an immediate, reliable market, 
where the entire product of any mine will 
find ready sale. It will do away with the 
necessity for expensive machinery at the 
mines an@ enable an owner to work his 
property for the mere cost of digging out 
the ore and loading it upon the cars. So 
if a mine owner should make only $1 profit 
per ton for his low grade ore, the results 
would exceed the yield of the largest cot- 
ton farm in the state. And besides, it would 
be money quickly made. 

‘The smelter will take the products of the 
mines, eliminate the silica and ship the 
matte. It is proposed, however, if the’ 
business grows to proportions that would 
justify it, to also establish a refinery and 
ship only bullion from Atlanta. 

Messrs. McCoy and Black were in con- 
ferénce yesterday morning in the office of 
ex-Governor Northen as to the question of 
@ site for the plant. They do not intimate 
where it will be located, but they do say 
that such an enterprise will certainly be 
established here, provided a suitable loca- 
tion ‘can be found and the railroads will 
give them such rates as are desired and 
are necessary, 

Messrs. McCoy and Black first considered 
Charlotte, N..C., as the most desirable 
place for location. Various inducements 
- were offered by the citizens of that town 
to have them establish themselves there. 
There is small doubt, however, that the 
~. decision to build here is final, because a 
emelter must draw its material from va- 
rigus sections in omer to obtain the differ- 
ent ores necessary to make smelting suc- 
cessful and to properly fiux the ores. 
‘Whether in Charlotte or in Atlanta, the 
smelter must receive shipments from Geor- 
gia, Alabame and the Carolinas.

New York, January 23.—The cotton mar- 
ket reflected a tone of strength today that 
surprised the tradé. A flood of buying or- 
ders came ifnto the pit at the opening from 
all directions, and led to unusual activity 
and an excited market. The public, seeing 
changed conditions dnd a bull movement, 
seem to have been attracted to cotton as a 
favorable field for investment at the pre- 
vious price, for brokers reported an accu- 
mulation of large buying orders from out- 
siders over Sunday that surprised them. 
Their execution, together with large buying 
orders from the the trade at Liverpool and 
New Orleans and the south, not to mention 
a continued heavy demand from Wall 
street, caused the first prices to be made 
at materially thigher prices. The trading 
‘was the heaviest fur the exchange since a 
Year ago, and it reealled the great bull 
movement which prevailed in cutton in 1895, 
Then we had as large a visible supply as 
now, but it was supplemented by the new 
crop getting a bad start, which resulted 
later in a crop failure, and the general 
trade revival and boom in stocks following 
protracted depression of 1893 and 1894.

The market showed its strength by 
absorbing all offerings’ and working up 
through the opening prices to a new high 
level. Reports from Liverpool and the 
south were bullish, showing a hardening 
tendency to spot cotton, and the news from 
the dry goods districts’ was bullish and 
suggested an immense spring trade. At the 
same time the movement of the crop show- 
ed a further sharp falling. off, today’s port 
receipts being only 28,000 bales, against 39,000 
last week and 59,000 last year. 

With nearly all-news at hand of favorable 
purport, and encouraged by past successes, 
the bull clique made a concentrated effort 
in the cotton. market to send price to a 
materially higher level. That this attempt 
was not futile may be readily inferred from 
the fact that on the first call alone prices 
Shot up 6 to 13 points, with the market 
showing pronounced strength all through 
the rest of the session with the exception 
of the last few minutes. Shorts were 
panic stricken at the start and nervously 
sought cover, seeing nothing in the general 
situation to warrant an immediate reaction. 
Wall street led in a heavy investment de- 
mand, while New Orleans bought freely 


both to cover short accounts and for in- 


vestment. Early Liverpool orders were for 
the sale of the near months as against pur- 
chases in their market at relatively lower 
figures. As the session progressed realizing 
on a very extensive scale set in, and at 
times there were periods of irregularity, 
which in every instance, however, were fol- 
lowed by a sharp recovery on renewed de- 
mand for outside account. The volume of 
speculation was without question the larg- 
est noted in a single day in many months.

Corn was aided by the same in- 
definite Dut powerfully effective specula- 
tive sentiment and advanced lc. Oats ben- 
efited to the extent of %c and provisions 
gained 12%c in pork, 7%c in lard and Sc in 
ribs. 

Higher cables from Liverpool and ner- 
yousness on the part of shorts started 
wheat firm. May opened %4%@%sc higher at 
n@ise, and made a’fturther advance dur- 
ing the next few minutes. Wall street se- 
curities were as active as ever and showed 
the same remarkable tendency to advance 
that has been the wonder of onlookers tor 
three weeks back. The wheat speculators 
here could not help being influenced bullish- 
ly by such an exhibition of unexplainable 
strength, and as the session advanced the 
market became very strong. World’s ship- 
ments of wheat to Europe last week 
amounted to 6,406,000 bushels, and all but 
1,208,000 of that was from American poris. 
I'he visible supply increased 338,000 bush- 
els, compared with 685,000 decrease the cor- 
responding week last year. As an increase 
of 1,000,000 bushels had been expected, the 
bulla became more attive than ever and a 
little more was added to the price, May 
advancing to 715c.

Live Topics Discussed at Woman's 
Club Yesterday Afternoon—In- 
teresting and Important 
Papers Read. 


The establishment of a working wo- 
man’s home in Atlanta seems no longer a 
theory or a proposition, but an assured 
movement, the cause of which is being 
espoused not alone by the representative 
women of the city individually, but in or- 
ganizations, 

The Atlanta Woman's Club at an’ im- 
portant meeting yesterday afternoon dis- 
cussed the subject with an enthusiasm that 
means the co-operation of that body, in- 
cluding. a membership of 320 women. Mrs, 
W. P. Patillo addressed the club earnestly 
in behalf of a working woman’s home, call- 
ing for discussion on the subject. 

Among the first women to express hearty 
approval of the enterprise was Mrs. W. B. 
Lowe, president General Federation of 
‘Woman's Ciibs, who urged the united ac- 
tion of the club women in an institution, 
the need of which thhad long been appre- 
ciated in the city. | 

Mrs. S. E. Gabbett spoke in an interesting 
manner ‘of the working women’s homes 
she had visited in Burope, and their suc- 
cessful operation. Mrs. J. K. @ttley, Mrs. 
Heber Reed, Mrs. Charles Read, Mrs. Ham- 
ilton Douglas expressed théeir sympathy 
with the movement, and the discussion con- 
cluded in a motion made by Mrs. Lowe, and 
unanimously carried, to the effect that in 
the event of the proposed working woman's 
home the Atlanta Woman’s Club will sub- 
scribe liberally ‘to its establishment. 


MRS. PATILLO URGES 
AID OF CLUB WOMEN 


“The women of this city who have been 
engaged in any sort of charitable work 
have for several years felt the need of a 
Siome for working women. The Young 
Men’s (hristian Association looks after the 
young men who come here in search of 
employment, and are among strangers. 

“But there is no place where the young 
women can find help or protection. Earn- 
the small wages, many of them are forced 
to go to the cheapest boarding houses, 
where the associations are not improving, 
if not positively hafmful; the food furnish- 
ed is poorly prepared, and they have no 
proper nourishment for soul nor body. I 

say that we°were conscious of their need, 
but there are so many charitable organiza- 
tions and the public is so constantly asked 
to help them that we hardly knew how to 
raise the necessary funds to equip such a 
home. Two months ago, at a meeting of 
the Young Woman's Christian Association 
of the Gulf Division, who were hoping to 
begin work in this city, I suggested a plan 
whereby such a home could be started, and 
it was agreed to undertake it early this 
year. In the meantime this community has 
been startled by the death of poor old 
Sarah Stone. 

“With one impulse our women have: de- 
cided that no more time is to be lost, and a 
meeting has been called for Tuesday morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock, at the home of Mrs. Hugh 
Inman, to discuss plans for this home. It 
has always been my desire for the Atlanta 
Woman's Club that they shall not only do 
their full share in all work designed to 
help women, but that they shall lead in 
such work. It is, therefore, with great 
pride and joy that I notice that among the 
first women to make large and generous 
contributions to this cause are members 
of the Atlanta Woman's Club. IF trust that 
there will be a large representation of this 
body at the meeting Tuesday morning, and 
we will show the public that we are as 
active in our charities as we are thorough 
in literary culture. S. C. Patillo, president 
Atlanta Woman’s Club.”

pointed by the National Federation of Wo- 
men’s Clubs, explained the work of that 
committee, as suggested in u circular issued 
by the chairman, Mrs. Corinne 8. Brown. 
As the name of the committee implies, its 
Object is to investigate in the interest of 
women and children the growth of indus- 
trial method as related to the great eco- 
nomic questions. The women of the com- 
mittee are among the ablest in the coyun- 
try, Georgia being well represented on it 
in Clare de Graffenreid, who has a na- 
tional reputation for her knowledge of the 
real status of the wage-earning people of 
this and other countries, and Mrs. J. K. 
Ottley, whose interest in educational work 
of all kinds has brought her to investigate 
the needs of the people in industrial lines. 
The work of the committee will be carried 
on through the, various clubs of the coun- 
try, each club making itself the center of 
investigation in the community in which 
it is. 

The attitude of the club woman toward 
the wage-earning woman wag the subject 
of a strong and convincing address from 
Mrs. Lowe, who as president if the Gen- 
eral Federation, outlined with: interesting 
detail the work to be undertaken by the 
industria] committee of the Federation, and 
which brings out one of the altruistic prin- 
ciples of club work, that of the united ef- 
forts of womem in the interest of the wage- 
earning wom Mrs, Lowe urged the co- 
operation of all women in this work, which 
takes as its primary step the investigation 
of the conditions of working women and 
children in this country and in Europe, 
and from which will arise the benefits of 
comparative study. 

She spoke of the magnitude of the work 
undertaken, and the distrust as to success 
that might prompt many in their apprecia- 
tion of it, but brought out clearly that the 
earnest work of each individual woman in 
organized bodies meant an invincible power 
that must eventually accomplish the pur- 


pose "in ‘which interest is centered. The © 
_helpless condition of the wuge-earning wo- 


man was touched upon, her lack of protec- 
tion as such in the various fields of labor 
where she manifests her competency to 
cope with man, the inequality of the wages 
paid her and many phases of the interest- 
ing question were handled with a jogic and 
earnestness indicating that the head and 
heart of the speaker were united in the in- 
spiration of her utterances. 

She emphasized the obligation of the wo- 
men in position to act to do so in the 
interest of the wage earning women, espe- 
cially those of the latter class without 
homes or masculine support. 

She replied to the oft quoted statement 
of the unenlightened that “the place of 
woman was in the home” by asking the 
question, “What are the women to do who 
have no homes, who have not the support 
of a father, of a husband or of a brother?’ 

“Do the railroad corporations who have 
used the services of women to cheapen la- 
bor create homes for them when they sud- 
denly turn them out of their positions to 
re-engage men? Do they find masculine 
support for them? And what about the 
women who having homes have to aid their 
husbands probably in the support of these 
homes?’ Such questions as these were 
answered in the course of Mrs. Lowe's in- 
teresting talk, and she urged that each wo- 
man who regarded her obligation to wo- 
man go out and study for herself the la- 
bor conditions, that she might bring her in- 
dividual strength into the great work that 
should be directed by women of the leisure 
class toward their wage earning sisters, and 
concluded with the significant statement 
that suffrage was not needed for woman's 
united effort to bring about splendid re- 
sults, 

Applause greeted the first words of Mrs. 
H. B. Wey, who appeared before the meet- 
ing as chairman of the woman's visiting 
board of the board of education and who is 
the first woman in the city to hold an office 
in a municipal board. Before discussing 
‘What Coukd Be Accomplished by the Wo- 
man’s Board,” the subject of her discourse, 
Mrs, Wey, in a manner indicating deepest 
feeling, expressed ‘ther gratitude to the wo- 
men before ‘her for the interest they had 
taken toward having the representation of 
women on the board of education. 

“I am but a member of this club myself,” 
she said, ‘but I desire as chairman of ‘the 
visiting board of women.to thank the club 
women for what they have done to create 
public sentiment in favor of and finally 
having brought about the appointment of 
the board, since their hearty and contin- 
uous support of the movement was mani- 
fest to all." Mrs. Wey further thanked 
the club wothen for’ the advantages af- 
| teachers in having been 
given the opportunity of hearing at the 
club men so eminently qualified to broad- 
en their views as Horace Fletcher and oth- 
ers similarly distinguished. She urged the

She referred with en- 
thusiasm to the business qualifications of 
many of the young women who, having 
the business department of the Girls’, High 
school, had proven the excellence of the 
business as well as Hterary side of that in- 
stitution, and who today are not only self- 
supporting, but are aiding in the support 
of their families. She pointed out the fact 
that though there were the two separate 
departments of study in the Girls’ High 
schoo] ,that the expenses of that institu- 
tion did not exceed proportionately the 
expenses of the Boys’ High school. Inves- 
tigation proved that the expense to the city 
of each boy attending the high school is 
$50 a year, while fhe expenses of each girl 
attending the high school is $30 a year. 

Mrs. Julia~Iverson Patton read an article 
in the incident of a railroad's reagent un- 
just action to its women workers, and 
proved as adequate to justify the case 
the several excuses given by the railroad 
officials. Dr. Katherine Collins, in an in- 
teresting paper, refuted the statement that 
women in their phySical strength or con- 
struction are unable to occupy the posl- 
tlona to which they aspire in the various 
fields of labor.

Party Plaintiff Will Be the Deceased’s 
Executor or Administrator. 


MANY SUITS HAVE ALREADY BEEN FILED 


Litigation ‘Will Be.a Long and Inter- 
esting One—Many Thousand 
! Dollars Involved. 


The death of Mr. Ruben C. Hayden will 
not effect the status of the litigation over 
one-eighteenth interest in land lot 84, to 
which he was a party plaintiff. -An order of 
court will be asked making Mr. Hayden's 
executor, in case he left a will, or his ad- 
ministrator, if one has to be appointed, the 
plaintiff to the suits for the one-eighteenth 


interest in the property and the litigation 


will continue. 

The judgments which are obtained and 
the amounts received for quit claim deeds 
to the property involved will go to his es- 
tate and be eventually turned over to his 
heirs by the executor or administrator. 

There have been about 350 suits filed. 
The Supreme court has held that the title 
to one-eighteenth interest in the property 
involved belonged to Mr. Hayden, and it 
is for this amount that the suit is filed. 
The heirs of Mr. Hayden are his brothers, 
sisters and his mother. His will has not 
been filed, and it is not known who will 
be his executor or administrator. 

The attorneys in the present litigation, 


Frank Callaway, will ask the court, as 
goon as the name of the executor or ad- 
ministrator is known, to substitute him as 
party plaintiff instead of Mr. Hayden, de- 
ceased. The cases will then be taken up 
in their regular order and disposed of by 
the court. Where judgments are rendered 
in favor of the plaintiff the executor or 
administrator will take charge and turn 
the property over to the heirs. a 

The present litigation was begun about 
the middie of last December. It 
is estimated that the value of 
Mr, Hayden’s claims run high into the 
thousands. The property involved lies in 
the northeastern part of the city and on 
both sides of the railroad. Luckie street 
runs about through the middle of it. It ex- 
tends down Peachtree street to Simpson, 
and suits have been filed against owners 
of valuable property. 

The petition of the plaintiff not only asks 
for the one-eighteenth interest, but also for 
the mesne profits, which will amount to a 
large sum. Some of the defendants have 
not been found by the sheriff and his depu- 
ties, and service in all the cases has not 
been made complete. 

When the deuth of Mr. Hayden was an- 
nounced it was thought that the litigation 
would be ended, but the attorneys said 
yesterday that it would be carried on as 
before in the interests of Mr. Hayden’s 
heirs and in the name of the executor o 
adminiatrator.

from the musty bounty land certificates 
in the archives of the secretary of state, the 
names of the Georgia officers who volun- 
teered in the war of the revolution are for 
the first time brought to light. The fame 
of the simple English gentlemen who fought 
in the uniform of officers when Georgia was 
the remotest colony, many of whom have 
descendants in the state today, has lain 
hidden beneath the covers of ponderous 
books for at least a century, and their de- 


{ scendants have lived on, many of them un- 


conscious of the just fame of their an- 
cestors. 

These ponderous books, out of whose 
pages the record of forgotten fame has once 
again come to light, are the kind that test 
even the nerve of the cor.noisseur to inves- 
tigate, and this will go far toward explain- 
ing why the ancestors of fighting Georgians 
have not been informed of that fact before, 

The only person whose interest in the 
subject was such as to lead him to find 
in the bounty land certificates and compile 
therefrom the names of the Georgia officers 
who fought with Washington, is Governor 
Allen D.- Candler, who while secretary of 
state became thoroughly familiar with the 
dusty, ponderous books. 

The names of the Georgia officers, or as 
many of:them as are extant, which follow, 
are interesting to look at, not only for the 
antiquarian, the searcher for ancestry or 
the Daughter of the Revolution, but for 
any one who enjoys the study of names. 
The long array of pure English names, the 
like of which could only be collected with 
difficulty in a community at present, is in- 
teresting to say the least, 

An occasional] German name can be seen, 
and rarer still the name of some Huguenot, 
who doubtless wandered down from Mary- 
land, where so many of his people came, 
upon the revocation of the edict of Nantes. 
One of the most striking features of the list 
is the total absence, except in one instance, 
of the name of Smith. 

Bounty for Volunteers. 

Of the two classes of Georgia soldiers in 
the war of the revolution the record of the 
continentials, or regulars, is well preserved 
by the federal government. The other class 
comprised the state soldiers armed and 
equipped by the state, and of whom thie 
barest record in an indirect way is pre- 
served. The list is incomplete as it is, 
perhaps woefully incomplete, but it is 
natural to suppose that there were not 
many more officers, for the reason that it 
is pretty well known that there were not 
over 2,500 men in the revolutionary state 
militia, 

It is also interesting to note that the 
troops furnished by the state, except a few 
that volunteered in Georgia coming from 
South Carolina and Tennessee, all came 
from one of the follow’ng seven counties: 
Chatham, Effingham, Glynn, Richmond, 
Wilkes and Liberty. All, except the last, 


named after an Englishman, either com- 


moner or lord. 

To induce Georgians to enter the state 
ranks, the legislature offered a bounty in 
land. Colonels were to get 1,000 acres; lieu- 
‘tenant colonels, 800; majors, 640; captains, 
500; lieutenants, 350, and privates, 250. This 
bounty in land was offered by the’ state in 
1780, two years before the close of the war, 
and it was stipulated that the land should 
be exempt from taxation for the length of 
ten years. Should the owner waive the tax 
exemption, his land was to be increased 15 
per cent. 

Let it not be said. by the way, that these 
illustrious men had to be paid to fight. 
These people had to, work to live, and, as 
for that, the land on the hands of the state 
was of such extent and variety that no one 
pretended, so it is recorded, to keep ac- 
count of it, and the state must have been 
pleased when the simple English gentlemen 
took it for bounty. 

Governor Candler Talks History. 

From his long service as secretary of 
state and his natural love for such things, 
Governor Candler is thoroughly up on the 
record of the earlier Georgian. In speaking 
of the continental and the state soldier, the 
governor says: 

“The continentals were organized, armed, 
equipped and paid by congress; that is, by 
the general government, and were ‘regular 
soldiers.’ There were but four small regi- 
ments of the continentals, constituting a 
brigade, commanded first by General Me- 
Intosh and afterwards -by General Elyert. 
The United States government has preserv- 
ed a fairly good record of these troops, and 
their names, officers and men, thave been 
preserved in the rolls, and often published. 

“But of the other class, the state troops, 
organized, equipped and maintained by the 
state, notwithstanding they. after the fall 
of Savannah in 1778, for nearly four years 
performed arduous, heroic and incessant 
service to the state and the general govern- 
ment, no muster rolls made by the state, or 
by their officers, are in existence, and no 
lists of these heroic men have ever been 
published. The only recorded evidence of 
their service now in existence is to be found 
among the old revolutionary bounty land 
papers, preserved in the archives rooms in 
the capitol. These records are by ho means 
complete. 

“Since the close of the revolutionary war 
Georgia’s capital has been four times re- 
moved, and once ravaged by a hostile army, 
and in this way have been lost many of 
these records so valuable, and with them 
were even the names of many of the Geor- 
gia heroes who fought the’battles of the 
war of the revolution. But some of them 
have been saved, and from them has been 
compiled, with much labor and research, a 
list of the names and rank of those whose 
names have not been lost.”’ 

The following is a roll of the officers of 
the Geergia troops who fought in the revo- 
lution and to whom the state gave a boun- 
ty for their services. The list, while incom- 
plete, contains all the names extant and 
has been prepared with care by Governor 
Candler:

State Geologist Yeates, wh 
tigation of his department - ee ne 
ward, is hard at work with his assistants 
preparing reports that will be of great 
value to the people of south Georgia. The 
report of the geological] department of the 
subject of artesian wells and their system 
in Georgia is completed and is now in the 
hands of the printer. An exhaustive re- 
port on some of the clays of south Geor- 
Sia to which the geologist has given care- 
ful attention has also just been completed 
and is now in the press. Both reports 
will be out in the course of a few weeks 
and will add another argument why the 
department of geology should gtay. 

The report’ on the artesian well system 
will be found of the greatest value not 
Only to the people of the southern part 
of the state, where the wells most abound, 
but will be the means of attracting in- 
vestments in that gection. 

The subject of clays found {n south Geor- 
gia is an interesting one when treated in 
the manner in which it is found in the 
report‘of the state geological survey. This 
report shows the wealth of the southern 
part of the state and is a particularly ex- 
haustive one as far.as it goes. 

The two reports are gradually coming 
into the office of the geologist by degrees, 
and much of the time of Professor Yeates 
and ‘his assistants is required to read and 
correct the proofs. 


The. first charter issued by the secretary 
of state to a canal ‘havigation company 
was granted a few days ago to the Bruns- 
wick and Hawkinsville Navigation Com- 
pany, whose application for the state has 
been before Secretary Cook for some time. 

The work of t investigating commis- 
sion appointed to look into the records of 
the state geological department will go 
forward during the remaining days of this 
week, and although a largé number of 
witnesses are still to be heard, it is con- 
templated that the investigation wil] come 
to a close by the middle of next week. 
The meeting today will be one of import- 
ance, as a number of witnesses are to be 
examined on subjects relating to the con- 
duct of the geological department. 

State Geologist Yeates attends the meet- 
ings of the committee, but is not permitted 
to say what occurs in the committee room 
or express an opinion on the matter. His 
friends, however, are of the opinion that 
the department of which he is in charge 
will continue ane of the departments of 
the state. “ 

All the members of the committee are 
in the city with the exception of Senator 
Perkins, who is expected to reach Atlanta 
from the west about the middle of this 


week.
